GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1895 number 23,120 ; the Births 
106,113 ; and the Deaths 84,395. The marriage rate is considerably above the average 
rate tor the preceding ten years, and is higher than the rate for any of those years ; 
the birth rate and death rate each show a slight increase as compared with the 
corresponding averages for the ten years, or with the rate for 1894. 

The recorded natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, was 
21,718 : the loss by emigration amounted to 48,703 ; there would thus appear to have 
been a decrease of 26,985 in the population during the year, but against a portion of 
th!s decrease there is a set-off in immigration, of which no official record has been 
obtained. The estimated population in the middle of the year was 4,574,764.

During the financial year ended 31st March last 617 cases were reported of offences 
against the Acts administered by this Department. On careful inquiry into the 
circumstances, in 155 cases prosecutions were ordered to be instituted against the 
offenders. In 81 of these the parties were convicted and punished; in 69 the proceedings 
were abandoned, the parties (in most instances) paying the costs of court and complying 
with the law ; in 4 cases the summonses were dismissed, and there is one case regarding 
which the result has not as yet been reported to this Office. 

The cases dealt with included the following offences : — Neglect to register Births ; 
neglect to register Deaths ; neglect to furnish Certificate of Marriage ; failure of 
Coroner to furnish Certificate of Inquest ; giving false information as to age at death, 
as to cause of death, and as to duration of illness previous to death ; giving false 
information as to Births, viz. — registering illegitimate children as legitimate, and 
misrepresenting date of birth ; neglect of Medical Practitioner to furnish Certificate ot 
Cause of Death ; falsifying extracts from Registers.

During the year 1895 there were issued by the Registrars 778 Licences for Marriage 
in Registered Buildings and in the Registrars’ offices. 


The number of Marriage Licences issued by the licensing Ministers of the several 
Presbyterian bodies is given in the following summary: — 



There being no civil restrictions, as to the time or place for celebrating marriages 
between Roman Catholics in Ireland, a registration of the churches and chapels of the 
Roman Catholic Church is not necessary for the purposes of this office ; but with 
reference to other religious bodies, a record is kept of the places of Divine worship in 
which marriages may lawfully be solemnized without special licence, and from this it 
appears that, on the 31st December, 1895, there were 1,48S churches and chapels of 
the Church of Ireland, 60q registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and 379 
“ Registered Buildings ” belonging to various religious denominations. Compared with 
the previous year, these numbers show an increase of 1 as regards the Church of 
Ireland, an increase of 1 in the number of Presbyterian Meeting-houses, and no change 
in the total number of “ Registered Buildings.”

A complete registry of the exact ages of the persons married would be valuable froih 
many points ot view : hence it is matter for regret that in the great majority of 
instances the ages are not recorded. The requirements of the law are technically 
complied with by the entry in the age column of “ minor ” or of “ full age,” as the 
case may be, and there seems to be a general and increasing inclination to take 
a Xfy a ° e °* ^is circumstance, as in 1895 the ages of both parties were specified in 
, 8 cases only, being less than one-fifth of the total number of marriages. In the 

year 1865, when 30,802 marriages were registered, the ages of both parties were 
given m 13,910 instances. 

^ 23,120 men married during the year, 459, or l - 99 per cent., were minors ; and of 
the women married, 2,006, or 8-68 per cent., were under age. 


The highest proportion of husbands (2‘44 per cent.) married under age in 1895, was 
in the province of Ulster, and in that province there was also the highest per-centage 
of wives (10-60), not of full age. 


It may be added that the per-centage of persons married in Ireland who were under 
age is very far below the corresponding rates in England and Scotland. 

The signatures of the contracting parties in the marriage registers or certificate, 
a °qq n rou &k the progress of elementary education. In the year 1895, 19,191, 

or 88-0 per cent., of the husbands, and 19,4S7, or 84'3 per cent., of the wives, wrote their 
names, and the remainder signed by marks. 
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These figures show a considerable improvement as compar^ 
results eleven years since, the per-centage of persons in^ rr ^ith t; 
their names being — men 7 6 ‘5, and women 73'8. f

In 1,781 cases both of the parties married signed the register by “mark,” ^nd in 
4,000 the register was thus signed by either the husband or the wife, so that id 5,781 
cases, or 25' 0 per cent, of the total number of marriages, one or both of the parties 
signed by mark ; and in 17,339, or 75 - 0 per cent., both parties wrote their names.

DEATHS. 

The number of deaths registered during the year is 84,395, being equal to 1 in 54'2 or 
18'4 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The deaths of males number 41,764, and 
those of females 42,631, the former being equal to 18'4 in every 1,000 males living, 
and the latter representing 18 '5 per 1,000 females. 

The death-rate (18‘4) is 0'2 over the average rate for the preceding ten years, and 
also 0'2 over the rate for the year 1894. 

As usual, very many of the Registrars furnished at the close of each quarter 
valuable notes on the sanitary condition of their respective districts. These notes were 
embodied in the Quarterly Returns issued from this Department, and emanating as they 
did, from gentlemen qualified to speak decisively on the subject, it is to be hoped that 
they received the serious attention of the various Local Authorities intrusted with the 
administration of the Public Health Acts. 

With respect to the death-rates for the four provinces, the rate for Connaught is only 
13-5 ; that for Munster is 16'4 ; for Ulster, 19'2 ; and for Leinster, 20*5 per 1,000 of 
the population in 1891. 

Of the thirty-two counties, the four having the lowest registered mortality are — 
Sligo, 12‘4 per 1,000 ; Kerry, 12’9 ; Roscommon, 13’0; and Mayo, 13 - 2. 

Those in which the rate was highest ai’e — Dublin, 26 '2; Antrim, 23 '0; Down, 
21'0 ; and Carlow, 20'1. 

The deaths registered in the first half of the year generally outnumber those in the 
second. In 1895, 57'3 per cent, of the total deaths were registered in the six months, 
January to June inclusive, and 42'7 per cent, in the remaining six months of the 
year. 

The annual rates represented by the deaths registered in each quarter are as follow ; — 
First quarter, 22 - 8 per 1,000 of the population ; second, 19 - 5 ; third, 14 - 9 ; and 
fourth, 16 - 6. The rates for the first three quarters are above, and that for the fourth 
quarter is below, the corresponding average rates for the respective quarters in the ten 
years, 1885-94. 

From the Table on pp. 174-183 it uhll be seen that, of the 84,395 deaths registered during • 
the year, 2,484 took place in Infirmaries and General and Special Hospitals ; 959 in 
Public Lunatic Asylums; 9,877 in Workhouses and Workhouse Hospitals ; and 71,075 
were of persons who died “At their Own Homes, &c.” As in former Reports a Table 
{see pages 184-5) is given showing like information for those Registrars’ Districts in 
which the principal Urban Sanitary Districts in Ireland are situated. 

The deaths in “Infirmaries and General and Special Hospitals” constitute 2*9 per 
cent, of the total number, the per-centages for the four provinces varying from 0*4 in 
Connaught to 7‘0 in Leinster. Over eleven per cent, of the deaths registered 
occuiTed in Workhouses or Workhouse Hospitals, the respective per-centages for the 
provinces being — Leinster, 13'3 ; Munster, 16’8 ; Ulster, 8‘0 ; and Connaught, 9'4.

I. — Specific Febrile or Zymotic Diseases. 

The number ol deaths from Specific Febrile or Zymotic diseases registered during the 
year 1895 was 7,926 (3,778 males and 4,148 females), or 173 m every 100,000 of the 
estimated population, being 1,021 under the number for the preceding year, and 95 under 
the average for the ten years, 1885-94. 

Of the 7,926 deaths from zymotic diseases 3,797, or 47’9 per cent., were amongst 
children under 10 years of age.

The deaths from the principal zymotic diseases* registered during 1895 form 61 
per cent, of the deaths from all causes, and are equal to 113 in every 100,000 persons 
living ; the average annual mortality from the same diseases in the preceding 10 years 
represented 7’1 per cent, of the average number of deaths from all causes, and was equal 
to 130 deaths in every 100,000 of the population.

The total number 
of deijkg f r0l 2 small-pox during the preceding ten years (1885-94) was 103, and of 
these 72 were registered during the year 1894. According to the Returns 42 of 
the 14% persons who died from small-pox last year had been vaccinated, 57 were 
unvaccinated, and in the remaining 47 cases there was no statement as to vaccination. 


Measles. — Deaths from Measles, which in the year 1892 amounted to 1,1 S3, in the 
following year to 1,082, and in 1894 to 1,215, fell last year to 301, or 686 under the 
average for the ten years 1885-94, and lower than the number for any of these years 
except 1886 and 1891, the respective numbers for which were 284 and 240. Of the 
301 deaths last year, 118 or 39 per cent, were in the Union of Belfast (where 37 per 
cent, of the fatal cases of the disease in the year 1894 occurred), 11 in Dunfanaghy 
Union, 39 in Lurgan Union, 15 in Millford Union, and 37 in other parts of Ulster, the 
total number for that province being 220, or 73 per cent, of the gross number for Ireland; in 
Connaught there were 49 deaths from the disease, in Munster 20, and in Leinster 1 2 only. 


Scarlet Fever. — The number of deaths from Scarlet Fever registered is 590, being 9 
under the number for the year 1894, and 48 below the average for the ten years 
1885-94, during which period the yearly numbers ranged from 308 in the yfear 1891 to 
1,147 in 1885. There are only 5 Unions in which the deaths from scarlet fever 
r I registered last year numbered 20 or upwards, these are: — -Ballymena, 31 deaths;. 
» — : Belfast, 97 (being one-sixth of the total number for Ireland) ; Dublin South, 31 ; 
Limerick. 30 ; and Londonderry, 22. The total number for the province of Leinster is 
140; for Munster, 106; for Ulster, 298, or one-half of the number for Ireland ; and for 
Connaught, 46. 


Typhus. — There were only 192 deaths from Typhus, being 149 below the average for 
the ten years 1885-94, and '^5 under the lowest yearly number in that period, which 
was 227 in 1893. Of the 192 deaths last year, 27 occurred in the province of Leinster ; 
67 in Munster (including 10 in Cork Union); 55 in Ulster (including 19 in Bel fast 
Union) ; and 43 in Connaught. 


Simple continued and ill-defined Fever. — The number of deaths tabulated under this 
heading is 122, being a decline of 39 as compared with the number for the preceding 
year, and less than one-half of the average (271) for the ten years 1885-94. Of the 
122 deaths 34 occurred in Leinster; 29 in Munster; 27 in Ulster (including 10 in 
Inishowen Union) ; and 32 in Connaught. 


Enteric Fever. — The mortality from Enteric Fever was slightly under the average, the 
number of deaths for last year being 760 cr 16’ 6 per 100,000 living, and the average 
for the preceding ten years 807 or 17'0 per 100,000. The respective rates for the 
four provinces for last year are, Leinster 16’5 per 109,000 ; Munster 1 1 *3 ; Ulster 22'3 ; 
and Connaught 97. Of the 196 deaths from enteric fever in Leinster, 106 (equal to 0‘ 3 
per 1,000 of the population) were in the Dublin Registration District; and of the 361 
deaths in Ulster, 194 — equal to 07 per 1,000 of the population in 1891 — occurred in 
Belfast Union. Compared with the numbers for the preceding year the deaths from 
enteric fever in the Dublin Registration District show a considerable decline and those 
for Belfast Union a small increase, and it may be added that the Dublin number for 
1894 was much under that for the year 1893, and the Belfast deaths from the disease 
showed a slight increase on the number for 1893. The deaths from the disease last 
year in the two areas combined constitute 40 per cent, of the total number from enteric 
fever in Ireland. More than one-half of the total number of deaths, from this disease 
occurred in persons aged between 15 and 35 years.

Whooping-cough . — Deaths from this disease, which in the two years 1893 and 1894 
showed a tendency to increase, fell last year to 1,047, or 265 below. the average for the 
preceding ten years, and 107 under the lowest number for any year in that period, which 
was 1,154 for the year 1892. The 1,047 deaths are equal to a rate of 22'9 per 100,000 
of the population at all ages : the respective rates for the four Provinces are — 
Leinster, 22’6 per 100,000 of the population; Munster, 23‘0 ; Ulster, 24 -3 ; and 
Connaught, 16'0. Among the 268 deaths from whooping-cough in Leinster are 95 
in the Dublin Registration District, and 58 (equal to 0'5 per 1,000 of the population) 
in the County of Wexford ; of the 270 deaths in Munster, 84 (equal to 0'6 per 1,000 
of the population) were in Cork Union; 29, or 1*0 per 1,000, in Skibbereen Union; 
19, or 1*7 per 1,000, in Skull Union; and 79 in other parts of the County of Cork; 
of ’the 393 in Ulster, 122 (equivalent to 0'4 per 1,000 of the population according 
to the Census of 1891) were 'in Belfast Union, 20 in Ballymoney Union, 20, or 0*8 
per 1,000 of the population, in Cootehill Union, 25 in the Union of Londonderry, 
and 61, or TO per J,000 of the population, in Lurgan Union; and the 116 deaths 
in Connaught comprise 20 in Westport Union, and 50 in other parts of the County of Mayo. 

Diphtheria . — The number of deaths from diphtheria is 305, being 76 under the 
number for the preceding year, and 47 below the average for the ten years 1885-94. 
Of the 305 deaths, 183, or 60 per cent., occurred in the province of Ulster, 49 in the 
province of Leinster, 47 in Munster, and 26 in Connaught. 


Erysipelas . — The number of deaths from erysipelas is 216, being 68 under the 
number for the preceding year, and 12 under the average for the ten years 1885-94. 


Puerperal Fever . — The number of deaths from this disease is 321, being 2 under 
the average for the preceding ten years, and 133 under the number for the year 1894. 

Influenza . — For the ten years 1864-73 (during the greater portion of which period 
there was not any epidemic outbreak of the disease), the average annual number of 
deaths from influenza registered in Ireland was 166, or 0 - 3 per 10,000 of the population, 
the yearly number ranging from 311 in 1864 to 96 in 1868 ; for the following ten years 
(1874-83) the average number was 82, the highest being 124 in 1875, and the lowest 
39 in 1882; and for the six years, 1884-9, the average was 34 only, the numbers varying 
from 21 to 44. In 1890 the deaths from the disease amounted to 1,712, or 3'6 per 
10,000 of the population ; in the following year they fell to 891, or 1*9 in every 10,000 
living; in the year 1892 they rose to 3,742, or 8T in every 10,000 of the popula- 
tion, and equal to 4 - 2 per cent, of the deaths from all causes; in 1893 they fell 
to 1,310, or 2-8 in every 10,000 of the population; in 1S94 they again rose, the 
number for the year being 2,032, or 4‘4 in every 10,000 persons, and last year they 
fell to 1,896, or 4 1 per 10,000 of the estimated population. In the province of Leinster 
the influenza death-rate in 1895 was 6 '5 per 10,000 of the population, according to 
the Census of 1891 ; in Munster, 2 - 4 ; in Ulster, 4 -3 ; and in Connaught, 2*2. The 
county rates range from 0'8 per 10,000 in Roscommon County to 9‘3 in Monaghan and 
9‘8 in Carlow

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Simple Cholera . — There were 140 deaths ascribed to this df .fs 1( ^7 over tne 
number for. the year 1894, and equal to double the average for*£’^ el jf y ears 1895-94, 
but 100 under the number for the year 1893. Of those recorded 25 were in 

Leinster, 23 in Munster, and 92 in Ulster. 

Diarrhoea, Dysentei'y . — The number of deaths tabulated under this he^iS^^f ,569, 
being 444 over the comparatively low number for the year 1894, and l§tf over 
the average for the ten years 1885-94. The rate per 100,000 living represented 
by the deaths from these causes is 34'3, being 5 '2 over the average rate for the 
preceding ten years. The respective rates for the four provinces are — Leinster, 37'5 
per 100,000 ; Munster, 26‘3 ; Ulster, 44'9 ; and Connaught, 12'1. Sixty-four per cent, of 
the deaths under this heading in Leinster were in the Dublin Registration District, 
and 47 per cent, of those in Ulster occurred in the Union of Belfast, where the deaths 
from these causes were equal to 117‘6 per 100,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1891. 


Four males died from Hydrophobia. 

II. — Parasitic Diseases. 

There were oidy 41 deaths from diseases of this class. 

III. — Dietetic Diseases. 

The number of deaths from dietetic diseases is 200, including 188 from intemperance, 
44 of which (42 males and 2 females) were caused by delirium tremens, and 144 (117 
males and 27 females) come under the head of chronic alcoholism. The number of 
deaths from intemperance registered in the year 1894 was 145, and in the preceding 
year 155. 

IV. — Constitutional Diseases. 

From diseases classified as “constitutional” there resulted 16,132 deaths (7,744 
males and 8,388 females), affording a rate of 1 in 5'2 of all the deaths, and equai to 
353 in every 100,000 of the population. 

Phthisis or Pulmonary Consumption . — Allowing for the decrease in the population 
phthisis was a little more fatal than usual, the number of deaths being 9,768 (4,640 
males and 5,128 females), equal to 213'5 in every 100,000 persons, as compared with 
an average annual rate of 212 - 9 per 100,000 for the previous ten years. 

As heretofore, Leinster and Ulster yield the highest rates, and Connaught the lowest. 
The rates for the four provinces are as fellow : — Leinster, 235 per 100,000 of the 
population; Ulster, 226; Munster, 196; and Connaught, 141. 

Of the 3,656 deaths from phthisis in Ulster, 1,157 occurred in Belfast union, this 
number being equal to 399 per 100,000 of the population according to the Census 
of 1891 ; and the 2,789 fatal cases of the disease in Leinster comprise 1,208, or 345 per 
100,000 of the population, registered in the unions of Dublin North and Dublin South. 

Of the total number of deaths from phthisis in Ireland, 7,318, or 75 per cent., were 
of persons aged 15 and under 45 years of age. 

Mesenteric Disease . — The number of deaths from mesenteric disease is 924 — 490 males 
and 434 females. 

Gout . — Only 21 deaths from gout were registered — 15 males and 6 females. 

Cancer . — The number of deaths from cancer is 2,296 (995 males and 1,301 females), 
being 162 over the average for the ten years 1885-94, but 79 under the number for the 
last year of that period. 

The following Table shows, by Sexes and Age-periods, the deaths from Cancer 
registered during the year 1S95, arranged according to the part of the body affected by 
the disease; also the number of deaths to 100,000 of the living at same age. It will 
be observed from the Table that the deaths entered under the first ten headings 
therein, which relate to various parts of f.he head, neck, and throat, amount to 476, and 
that of these, 331, or more than two-thirds, were deaths of males. 543 of the classified 
cases were deaths from cancer of the stomach ; 281 females died from cancer of the 
breast, and 171 females from cancer of the uterus. The Table shows also the total 
deaths from cancer in each of the ten years, 18S5-94, arranged by Age-periods.

VI. — Local Diseases. 

The i lum ber of deaths from “ local diseases” registered amounted to 34,655 (17,704 
males and 16,951 females), or 41 - 1 per cent, of the deaths from all causes. 

Diseases of the Nervous System. — From this group of diseases there resulted 7,225 
deaths — 3,814 males and 3,411 females. They include 2,529 from convulsions (nearly 
all children), 1,438 tabulated under the head of “hemiplegia, brain paralysis”; 282 from 
paraplegia and diseases of the spinal cord ; 1,335 from apoplexy ; 429 from inflammation 
of the brain or its membranes ; 324 from epilepsy ; 402 from insanity (general paralysis 
of the insane) ; 14 (4 males and 10 females) from chorea or St. Vitus’s dance ; 174 from 
softening of the brain, &c. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System. — Diseases of the circulatory system caused 6,573 
deaths — 3,349 males and 3,229 females. 

Diseases of the Respiratory System.* — Both absolutely and in proportion to population 
the mortality from diseases of the respiratory system* was under that for the preceding 
year, and also below the average for the ten years 1885-94. The number of deaths 
from the -diseases in this group is 13,948 — 7,030 males and 6,918 females — or 304‘9 in 
every 100,000 of the population. In the preceding year 14,139 deaths from these causes 
were registered, and the average number for the ten years, 1885-94 was 14,995, or 
315*4 per 100,000 living. The respective rates for the Provinces, in 1896, are — Leinster,. 
349 per 100,000 persons; Munster, 269 ; Ulster, 330; and Connaught, 179. 

Of the 13,948 deaths from these causes 8,814 (4,118 males and 4,696 females), 
resulted from bronchitis, being 205 over the number from that disease in the preceding 
year; 3,613 (2,164 males and 1,449 females) were from pneumonia or inflammation 
of the lungs, showing a decline of 114 as compared with the number for the preceding 
year; 449 from croup; 219 from asthma and emphysema; 214 from pleurisy; 103 
from laryngitis, &c. 

Diseases of the Digestive System. — These diseases caused 4,100 deaths (2,094 
males and 2,006 females), including 402 from enteritis or inflammation of the 
bowels ; 399 from peritonitis or inflammation of the covering of the bowels ; 386 from 
ileus or obstruction of the bowels ; 121 from hernia ; 9 (6 males and 3 females) from 
fistula ; 252 — 175 males and 77 females — from cirrhosis of liver ; &c. 

Diseases of the Urinary System. — To the various affections of this order of diseases 1, 606- 
deaths (1,065 males and 541 females) were ascribed. Of these deaths, 690 (389 males 
and 301 females) were from Bright’s disease ; 261 from acute nephritis or inflammation 
of the kidneys ; 14 from ischuria or suppression of urine ; 18 from stone in the bladder ; 
41 from uraemia, &c. 

The remaining deaths from Local Diseases comprise 67 from Diseases of the Lymphatic 
System and of Ductless Glands ; 578 from Diseases of the Reproductive System (including 
130 from diseases of the Organs of Generation and 448 from the Accidents of Childbirth); 
293 from Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion; and 213 from Diseases of the Integu- 
mentary System. 

VII. — Violent Deaths. 

The number of violent deaths registered during the year is 2,087 (1,408 males and 
679 females), or 45*6 in every 100,000 of the population, being considerably over the 
average rate for the ten years 1885-94. Accidents or negligence caused 1,875 of these 
deaths (including 448 from burns or scalds and 367 from drowning) against an average 
of 1,645 ; the number of cases of homicide (murder and manslaughter) was 59 or 36 
below the average; there were 152 cases of suicide against an average of 121 ; and 1 
man was executed. 

Inquests. — There were 2,698 inquests reported to the Registrars during the year 1895, 
being 1 inquest to every 31 deaths registered. 

AGES. 

Deaths of infants under 1 year old numbered 11,041, being equal to 10*4 per cent, of 
the number of births registered. 

Amongst children under 5 years of age 16,888 deaths occurred — a mortality equal to 
37‘0 in every 1,000 of the estimated number of the living at that age. Of these, 9,268 
were boys and 7,620 girls; the former number representing 40'0 in every 1,000 boys, 
and the latter 33-9 in every 1,000 girls under 5 years old.

0 htainab^ e > but 
secondary inquhies having been made as regards persons returned during* some 
recent years as centenarians, it was found, in almost every instance, that, so far as the 
Registrars could ascertain, the age was correctly stated. 




EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metro- 
politan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, the number of 
emigrants (natives of Ireland), who left Ireland during the year 1895 was 48,703 ; 
of these 21,398 were males and 27,305 were females. Of the whole number, 4,923 were 
from tbe Province of Leinster; 22,176 from Munster; 8,109 from Ulster; and 13,495 
from Connaught. 

Of the total emigrants from Ireland in 1895, 6 - 6 per cent, were under 15 years of age ; 
847 per cent, were between 15 and 35 years old ; 8'7 per cent, were 35 or upwards ; and 
in 2 instances the ages were not specified. 


PRICES OF PROVISIONS, AND PAUPERISM. 


The average price of the 4 lb. loaf in Dublin in the year 1895 was 4f d., being equal to 
the average price for the previous year* Oatmeal (1st quality) averaged 13s. 7d. per 
cwt. in Dublin : the average price for 1894 was 14s. 8 d.; the average prices of potatoes 
in Dublin ranged from 2s. lid. to 3s. 10 d. per cwt., against 3s. to 4s. in 1894 ; and 
those of beef from 46s. 6d. to 57s. 6d. per cwt., against 44s. to 55s. in 1894.

1895 was 41,719, being 544 under the average for the preceding year ; and that the 
average number of persons receiving out-door relief was 57,528, or 272 over the 
corresponding number for 1894. 


THE WEATHER. 

The following particulars and those given on pages 22-46 and pages 186-187, which 
are inserted by the kind permission of the Editor of the Dublin Journal of Medical 
Science, have been derived from Returns of Meteorological Observations taken in 
Dublin City during the years 1875-95, by J. W. Moore, Esq., m.d., f.r.c.p.i., f.r.met. 
soc. ; and published in the Journal during the years 1895-96. The Tables on pages 
188— 190 also, are founded on Dr. Moore’s observations. 

The mean Atmospherical Pressure has been obtained from daily readings of the barometer at 
9 A.M. and 9 p.m., corrected and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit at the mean sea level. The Mean 
Temperature values have been deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of the thermometer 
in the shade. The Rainfall is that measured daily at 9 A.M. A rainy day is one on which at least 
one-hundredth (-01) of an inch of rain falls within the twenty-four hours from 9 A.M. to 9 A.M. 

The Mean Height of the Barometer during the year 1895 was 29*894 inches. The highest 
observed reading was 30 630 inches at 7 p.m. on January 30th. The lowest observed reading was 
28*490 inches, at 9.30 P.M. on November 10th. The extreme range of atmospherical pressure was 
2'140 inches compared with 2‘214 inches in 1894. 

The Mean Temperature of the year, deduced from the arithmetical mean of the maximal and 
minimal readings of the thermometer in the shade was 49*0°. The highest reading was 77'6° on 
June 26th ; the lowest reading was 16*9° on January 9th. The average mean temperature for the 
years 1875-94, calculated in the same way, was 48 7°. The mean temperature deduced from the 
daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 A.M. and 9 P.M. was 481°. 

Rain fell on 194 days, including snow or sleet on 38 days and hail on 40 days. The average 
annual number of rainy days in the years 1875-94 was 197'5. The total rainfall measured 31*242 
inches compared with an average of 27*867 inches in the twenty years 1875-94. During the first 
half of 1895 (January to June, inclusive) the rainfall was 12*282 inches on 80 days; during the 
second half (July to December, inclusive) 18*960 inches on 114 days. 

As regards the Direction of the Wind. 730 observations were made during the year, with this 
result— N, 49 ; N.E., 41 ; E., 95 ; S.E., 72 ; S., 60 ; S.W., 94 ; W., 180 ; N.W., 99 ; Calms, 40.

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METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 

FOR EACH MONTH OF THE Year 1895. 

By J. W. MOORE, Esq., m.d., f.r.c.p.i., f.r. met. soc. 

(Extracted from the Dublin Journal of Medical Science .) 

JANUARY. — A very severe month, with much snow and frost alternating with frequent thaws. 
The wind was very variable in direction, but came generally from polar quarters — from W. to S.E.. 
through the northerly points of the compass. The coldest January since 1881, and as regards 
rainfall a record month. The precipitation was chiefly in the form of snow or sleet and hail. It 
amounted to 5 711 inches, or considerably more than double the average rainfall for January, and 
1-389 inches in excess of the rainfall for this month in 1877, which had been the record January 
rainfall up to the present year. The snowstorm of the 12th was in Dublin a perfect blizzard. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (354°) was much below the average (4T4°) ; the 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 34-6°. In the thirty years ending with 
1894, January was coldest in 1881 (M. T.=33 - 2°), and warmest in 1875 (M. T.=46 6°). In 1867 the 
M. T. was 35-7°, and in 1865 it was 37-8°. In 1871 and in 1886 the M. T. was 37-9° ; in 1879 (the 
“ cold year ”) it was 35-3°. In 1888 the M. T. was 42-1° ; in 1889, 42-4° ; in 1890, 44 5° ; in 1891,40-1®;. 
in 1892, 38-8° ; in 1893, 40-8®, and in 1894, 41-0°. As a general rule, January in Dublin is not colder,, 
but a shade warmer, than December. This is owing to the full development in J anuary of a winter area 
of low pressure over the Atlantic, to the northwestward of the British Isles, and to a resulting 
prevalence of S.W. winds in their vicinity. January, 1895, proved an extreme exception to this 
rule, the M. T. being 8 - 5° below that of December, 1894 (43-9°). 

The mean height of the barometer was 29760 inches, or 0-114 inch below the corrected average 
value, for January — namely, 29 874 inches. The mercury rose to 30-630 inches at 7 p.m. of the 
30th and fell to 28733 inches at 7.30 a.m. of the 14th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure 
was.therefore, as much as 1-897 inches — that is, a little less than one inch and nine-tenths. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m 
and 9 p.m. was 34-6®, or 8-4° below the value for December, 1894. Using the formula, Mean ^ 
Temp. = Min. + (max. — min. x -52), the M. T. becomes 35-6®, compared with a twenty-five years* 
average of 41 -5°. The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 35-4®,. 
compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 41'4°. On the 22nd the thermometer in the screen' 
rose to 44'8° — wind, W. ; on the 9th the temperature fell to 16-9® — wind, W. The minimum 
on the grass was 12 0°, also on the 9th. 

The rainfall was 5711 inches, distributed over 24 days. The average rainfall for January in the 
twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2"200 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 
17"3. The rainfall, therefore, and the rainy days were both much above the average. In 1877 the 
rainfall in January was very large — 4'322 inches on 25 days; in 1869, also, 4 - 258 inches fell — on, 
however, only 18 days. On the other hand, in 1876, only -406 inch was measured on but 
9 days ; and in 1880 the rainfall was only "563 inch on but 8 days. In January, 1886, 3‘244 inches, 
of rain was measured on 26 days ; in 1887 (“ the dry year ”), 1-816 inches fell on 16 days ; 
in 1888, 1-247 inches on 9 days; in 1889, 2-213 inches on 16 days; in 1890, 2"975 inches on 21 
days ; in 1891, only -672 inch on 14 days ; in 1892, 1"698 inches on 20 days ; in 1893, 2"239 inches 
on 19 days, and in 1894, 2-838 inches on 23 days. 

Lunar halos were seen on the 5th and 6th. The atmosphere was foggy on the 8th, 9th, 18th,. 
19th, and 28th. High winds were noted on 13 days, reaching the force of a gale on 4 days the 
6th, 11th, 12th, and 24th. Hail fell on the 2nd, 6th, 7th, 8th, 10th, 13th, 21st, 24th, 25th, 
and 31st, and snow or sleet on the 3rd, 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th, 10th, 12th, 13th, 25th, 27th, 28th, 30th, 
and 31st. Temperature never exceeded 45° in the screen ; while it fell to or below 32° in the screen 
on 18 nights, compared with 7 nights in 1894, 4 nights in 1893, 15 nights in 1892, 7 nights in 1891, 
1 night in 1890, and 3 nights in 1889. The minima on the grass were 32®, or less, on 29 nights, 
compared with 17 nights in 1894, 16 nights in 1893, 25 nights in 1892, 21 nights in 1891, 15 
nights in 1890, and 16 nights in 1889. 

The record for the period ended Saturday the 5th, is one of very cold, changeable weather, fresh 
to strong westerly to northerly winds, alternate cloud and sunshine, rain or snow and frost. Tuesday, 
the 1st, was fair and frosty, but a thaw set in at night and a good deal of cold rain fell on Wednes- 
day. In the evening squalls of heavy rain and hail passed over Dublin, and the wind (which had 
backed to W. or W.S.W.) began again to veer towards N. By Thursday morning a depression of 
some intensity had formed over the Straits of Dover and the N-E. of France. This caused cold 
showers, and strong northerly winds in the British Isles. In Dublin the weather on this day was 
very bright and dry, but heavy showers were seen to pass southwards out at sea, and thunder, light- 
ning and hail occurred in the Scilly Islands at night. Sharp frost set in on Friday, but the approach 
of a new depression from N.W. brought sleet and rain on Saturday, the phenomenon of a “ glazed 
frost ” being observed in Dublin throughout the forenoon. The height of the barometer in Dublin 
ranged between 29705 inches at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.N.W.) and 30 313 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Friday (wind, N.W.) On Wednesday the screened thermometers rose to 42’9° ; on Saturday, they 
fell to 26 - 9®. The minimum on the grass on the latter day was 21 '0°. Rain fell on three days to 
the total amount of "318 inch, -218 inch being measured on Wednesday. The prevailing wind was 
N.W. Hail fell on Wednesday ; sleet, or snow, on Thursday and Saturday.

westerhtjand breeze and much fog held all day. Atmospheric pressure now gave way in the W, 
so that a decided southerly air-current spread over Ireland, with a rising thermometer, thaw, and 
falls of rain, sleet, and hail. At this time, the frost “ stiffened " in England and remained intense m 
Scotland. On Friday, at 8 a.m., the thermometer read 11® at Aberdeen, 14° at York, 16° at Lough- 
borough, 18® at Shields, and 19® at Oxford. In Dublin there was a steady thaw on this day, with 
a piercingly cold S.S.E. wind, which momentarily freshened, until at night it blew a fresh to strong 

gale. After midnight the most violent snowstorm experienced since January 18, 1881, began and 

raged until late on Saturday afternoon. It was renewed on Saturday night, so that no such snow- 
fall has occurred in Dublin since 1855 — the “Crimean winter.’’ In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29-762 inches, the barometer rising to 30 053 inches at 9 p.m. on Monday (wind, N.N.E.), 
and falling to 29 058 inches, at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.E.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 32-6®. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 31’9®. On Sunday the screened 
thermometers rose to 41-6®, on Wednesday they fell to 16-9°. The rainfall (which consisted chiefly 
of snow and hail) amounted to 3 01 2 inches, on six days, -847 inch being credited to Friday and 
1-802 inches to Saturday. The prevailing winds were N.N.E. and S.S.E. ... 

The record of the week ended Saturday, the 19th, is again one of cold, winterly, and generally 
unsettled weather. The cold was certainly not so severe as that felt in the previous week, but in 
Dublin especially it was intensified by a prolonged thaw during the early days of the period— m tact, 
masses of snowlay here and there even on Saturday, a week after the “blizzard of the 12th. Un 
Sunday and Monday the centre of the large and deep depression, which had caused the south-easterly 
gale and snowstorm, lay almost stationary over the Co. Kerry and the adjacent parts of the Atlantic. 
The wind remained in the S.E., except in Brittany and off the entrance to the English Channel, 
where it was south-westerly. Rain fell at most stations in variable amounts. In Dublin the pre- 
cipitation was considerable, in consequence probably of a local chill caused by the melting snow. 
The depression moved southwai-ds on Tuesday and then passed up St. Georges Channel, crossing 
Wales and the North of England, and finally joining another depression off the North of Scotland 
on Thursday mor nin g. From the time of its appearance on Friday, January 11, until it passed 
away on Friday, the 18th, this depression caused a rainfall of no less than 4 329 inches m the City 
of Dublin — this is nearly double the average January rainfall in Dublin — 2200 inches. Inday was 
fine and frosty, but at night the weather again became rainy, and Saturday was wet and gloomy in 
the extreme. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was only 29T47 inches the barometer 
remaining below 29 inches for as many as 98 hours — from 10 p.m. of Saturday, the 12th, until mid- 
night of Wednesday, the 16th. The absolute minimum at this station was 28 733 inches at 7.30 a.m. 
of Monday (wind, S.E.). The maximum pressure was 29689 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, calm). 
The corrected mean temperature was 38"3®. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 3/ . 

On Tuesday and again on Saturday temperature rose to 427° in the screen; on Friday it fell to 31 
in the screen, and to 25-2° on the grass. The rainfall was 1-928 inches on six days, -960 inch being 
registered on Wednesday. Snow and hail fell on Sunday. . 

The weather during the week ended Saturday, the 26th, continued winterly and inclement as in 
past weeks. Polar winds prevailed, and blew strongly, as barometric gradients were at times very 
steep. Considerable quantities of cold rain, hail, and snow fell generally, and thunder and light ij mg, 
followed by a snowstorm, were reported from London on Wednesday forenoon. At the beginning 
■of the week a depression lay near the mouth of the English Channel, and from this position it 
travelled south-eastwards across France, gradually filling up and finally dispersing. Tm 8 distur 
ance brought copious falls of rain to England and the French shores of the Channel. Temperature 
also rose very decidedly but transitorily over the South of England — to 52° in London and 56 at 
Prawle Point on Sunday. In Scotland on that day the thermometer failed to read 40 , and in 
Ireland the highest reading was 44® in Dublin and at Roche’s Point, Cork. From luesday onward 
the barometer remained very low in the North of Europe, and more or less serious secondary depres- 
sions passed in a south-easterly direction down the North Sea or across the British Islands. At 8 
•a.m. of Thursday the barometer read only 28‘88 inches at Wick, but 2972 inches at Valontia 
{ Kerry). On Friday, a rush of intensely cold, dry polar air passed southwards over the United 
Kingdom, and dry powdery snow fell. On the morning of this day the thermometer read— -lo • 
at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia. In Dublin, the mean atmospheric Pressure was 2.179J 
inches, the barometer ranging from 30-184 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.N.E.) to 29_2U/ 
inches at 12.45 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 67V . 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 35'6®. On Tuesday, the screened thermo- 
meters rose to 44-8®— the maximum of this cold month ; on Saturday they fell to 26 0 . Ihe rain- 
fall was -291 inch, on six days, -111 inch being measured on Wednesday. Hail fell on Monday, 
'Thursday, and Friday ; snow on Friday. The prevalent winds were N.E. and N.W. 

Frequent changes from frost to thaw, and an almost uninterrupted prevalence of winds from polar 
quarters made the last days of the month very trying* The striking features of the period were 
the intensity of the cold in all parts of Western Europe from time to time and the sudden and un- 
usual alterations of atmospheric pressure which occurred. On Sunday and Monday a chain o 
shallow barometric depressions stretched from the Arctic Circle across Norway down the Nor ea 
and across France to the Mediterranean. Fresh northerly winds blew in Scotland and ireian ,w l 
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lay to the west of the trough of low pressure, and snow and hail , 1 ^ 
evening lightning was seen in Dublin, at Prawle Point, Devon, and,’ n a t int< 
ghallow Y-shaped depression advanced over Ireland from the Atla vt n «

In Dublin the rainfall up to January 31, 3895, amounted to 5-711 inches on 24 days, 
compared with a twenty-five years’ average (1865-1889) of 2 200 inches on 17'3 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, 6190 inches of rain fell on 19 days. The 
heaviest falls in 24 hours were 1'040 inches on the 12th, and 910 inch on the 16th. 

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall was 5 '930 inches on 24 days, 1-470 inches being 
measured on the 12th. This was the highest rainfall recorded at this station in January during the 
past 11 years. The average fall for the preceding 10 years was 2 019 inches on 16 6 days. Snow- 
fell on the 1st, 2nd, 6th, 7th, 12th, 25th, and 31st. In 1894, the rainfall was 3 - 260 inches on 23 
days. 


February. — The coldest February experienced for forty years — that is, since 1855 — the “Crimean 
winter.” The mean temperature was 8-6° below the average, 107° below that of February, 1894,. 
and 1-4° below that of January, 1895. There was an overwhelming prevalence of strong easterly 
and south-easterly winds. The rainfall was very scanty, and consisted principally of snow and hail. 
Absolute drought held from the 7th to the 20th, inclusive. On several occasions the thermometer 
fell below zero in the screen in various parts of the United Kingdom, the lowest recorded reading of' 
all being — 17° at Braemar on the 11th. 

In Dublin the mean temperature (34'2°) was 8’6° below the average (42'8°) ; the mean dry bulb 
readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 33'6°. In the thirty years ending with 1894, February was 
coldest in 1873 (M. T. = 37-9°), and wannest in 1869 (M. T. = 467°). In 1886 the M. T. was 397°. 
In the year 1870 (the “cold year”) it was 40 - l°. In 1888 it was as low as 386° ; in 1889 it was 
40-3°; in 1890, 41-5 Q ; in 1891, 44-7°; in 1892, 41-3°; in 1893, 427°; and in 1894, 44'9°. 

The mean height of the barometer was 30111 inches, or 0-256 inch above the average value for 
February — namely, 29*855 inches. The mercury rose to 30-548 inches at 9 p.m. of the 16th, and 
fell to 29-576 inches at 9 p.m. of the 6th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, there- 
fore, 0 - 972 inch — that is, a little less than an inch. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 33"6°, or 101° below the value for February, 1894, and 1-0° below that for January, 1895. 
Using the formula, Mean Temp. = Min. + (max. — min. x -50), the M. T. is 34’2 C> , compared with a 

twenty-five years’ average of 42 8°. On the 28th the thermometer in the screen rose to 48 6° 

wind, W.S.W. ; on the 7th the temperature fell to 19 0° — wind, calm. The minimum on the grass 
(snow) was 10-4° also on the 7th. 

The rainfall was only -625 inch, distributed over 9 days. The average rainfall for February in 
the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-150 inches, and the average number of rainy days 
was 17-2. The rainfall, therefore, and also the rainy days, were much below the average. In 1883 
the rainfall in February was large — 3752 inches on 17 days; in 1879, also, 3706 inches fell on 23 
days. On the other hand, in 1873, only -925 inch was measured on but 8 days ; in 1890, only -802 
inch fell on but 7 days ; and in 1887 only -541 inch fell on 11 days. The rainfall in 1891 was much 
the smallest recorded in February for very many years. The record is probably unparalleled — ’042 
inch on 2 days. The nearest approach to this drought was in September, 1865, when only -056 inch 
of rain was measured on but 3 days. In 1892, the rainfall was 2'119 inches, on 19 days ; in 1893, 
2 - 669 inches fell on 22 days, and in 1894, 1903 inches on 16 days. 

Snow or sleet fell on 7 days — the 1st, 2nd, 5th, 6th, 7th, 9th, and 10th, while hail was observed 
on 6 days— the 1st, 2nd, 5th, 6th, 7th, and 25th. 

The atmosphere was foggy on 6 days — namely, the 7th, 11th, 12th, 19th, 21st and 22nd. The 
amount of cloud — 55'0 per cent. — was considerably in defect of the average — 66 per cent. High 
winds were noted on 15 days, reaching the force of a gale on 7 occasions — namely, the 1st, 3rd, 4th, 
9th, 10th, 14th and 15th. 

The temperature reached or exceeded 40° in the screen on 8 days, but it never reached 50°, and 
only twice exceeded 45°. On the other hand, it fell to or below 32° in the screen on as many as 18 
nights, compared with only 2 nights in 1894, 5 nights in both 1893 and 1892, and 2 nights in 1891. 
The minima on the grass were 32°, or less, on every night, compared with 10 nights in 1894, 13 
nights in 1893, 16 nights in 1892, and 17 nights in 1891. The thermometer failed to rise to or above 
40° in the screen during the daytime on 20 days. 

On Friday, the 1st, the frost relaxed in Norway, Scotland, the North of England and Ireland, 
while it “ stiffened ” in Germany, France, and the South of England. Snow, or sleet, and hail fell 
abundantly on this and the following day in nearly all districts. 

The cold weather, which had set in on December 27, 1894, and had continued with varying 
intensity ever since, reached a climax in the week ending Saturday, the 9th, and frost of almost 
unparalleled severity was felt in nearly all parts of the British Islands in the latter part of the 
period. To this result the distribution of atmospheric pressure over Western Europe and the 
presence of large quantities of snow upon the ground alike contributed. An anticyclone, near the

During the week ended Saturday, the Kith, very severe weather was again felt in Scandinavia 
Germany, France and the British Isles. In the Peninsula, and at times in Italy also, more genial 
conditions prevailed. _ On Sunday and again on Thursday an Atlantic depression was found off the 
b.W. ot Ireland; but in neither instance did the disturbance make any headway in forcing a passage 
northeastwards. Ihe first system travelled southeastwards to France and disappeared. The second 
behaved in a very similar way. The former system caused a heavy snowstorm on Sunday in the 
south ot Ireland, leading to a delay of 26 hours in the despatch of the American mails from Queons- 
town the mail train having been blocked for that space of time by enormous snowdrifts on the Great 
southern and Western Railway between Limerick Junction and Mallow.

The rainfall in February at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, amo^, +e( j to on ] y .45 i nc h orL i 7 days. 
The average rainfall for February during 10 years (1885-94) at this sw.; on wag 4-614 inc'hes, on 
13‘4 days. The greatest rainfall in 24 hours was -19 inch on the 6th. Absolute drought prevailed 
from the 7th to the 20th, both inclusive. Since January 1, the rainfall was 6-39 inches, on 31 days. 


March. — A changeable, dull, and rather rainy month. The cold weather, which had prevailed 
throughout January and February, lasted until Wednesday, the 13th, when the thermometer touched 
50° in the shade in Dublin for the first time since December 25, 1S94. A mild spell followed, 
continuing to the 24th, after which temperature fell away again and remained below average to the 
end of the month. This period of renewed cold was also one of heavy and persistent rainfall, T334 
inches being measured in the week ended Saturday, the 30th. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (44T°) was one degree above the average (43T°) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 430 0 . In the thirty years ending with 1894, 
March was coldest in 1867 and 1883 (M. T. = 39'0°), and warmest in 1893 (M. T. = 48T°), 
and in 1868 (M. T. =tr 47‘3°). In 1876 the M. T. was 41T°, in 1879 (the “cold year ”) it was 42-5°, 
in 1894 it was as high as 45'4 Q , but in 1892 it had been as low as 391°. In 1892 February was 
actually 2 , 2 C ' warmer than March. 

The mean height of the barometer was 2968S inches, or 0233 inch below the corrected average 
value for March — namely, 29 916 inches. The mercury rose to 30-315 inches at 9 a.m. of the 
17th, and fell to 28-632 inches at 4'45 a.m, of the 28th. The observed range of atmospheric 
pressure was, therefore, 1-683 inches — that is, almost an inch and seven-tenths. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 43‘0°, or 9 - 4° above the value for February, 1895. Using the formula, Mean Tenip.= 
Min. + (max. — min. x -485), the M.T. becomes 43'9°. The arithmetical mean of the maximal and 
minimal readings was 44‘1 Q , compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 43 ‘1°. On the 16th 
the thermometer in the screen rose tc 587° — wind, W.S.W. ; on the 13th the temperature fell to 
29 - 5° — wind, W. The minimum on the grass was 24’9° on the 4tli. 

The rainfall was 2748 inches, distributed over 19 days. The average rainfall for March in 
the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-061 inches, and the average number of rainy days 
was 1 6'5. The rainfall, therefore, and also the rainy days, were considerably above the average. 
In 1867 the rainfall in March was very large — 4'972 inches on 22 days ; in 1888, 3753 inches fell 
■on 18 days ; in 1866 also 3'629 inches fell on 21 da}^. On the other hand, in 1871, only '815 inch 
was measured on 12 days, and in 1874 only -953 inch fell on 12 days. In 1887 (the “dry year”), 
1-485 inches of rain fell on 15 days; in 1889, T076 inches fell on, however, as many as 17 days; 
in 1890 the fall was 3’693 inches on 17 days ; but in 1891 only -936 inch fell on 16 days, and in 
1892 only -991 inch on but 9 days. The smallest March rainfall was -288 inch on 8 days in 1893. 
In 1894, 1'287 inches fell on 14 days. 

The atmosphere was more or less foggy in the city on 6 days — viz., the 5th, 12th, 13th, 16th, 
18th, and 27th. High winds were noted on 13 days, reaching the force of a gale on three occasions 
— the 23rd, 24th, ancl 28th. Snow or sleet occurred on the 2nd, 3rd, 25th, and 28th ; and hail fell 
on the 2nd, 3rd, 24th, 25th, 29th, and 31st. The temperature exceeded 50° in the screen on 13 
days, compared with as many as 22 days in 1894, 26 days in 1893, only 7 days in 18.92, 9 days in 
1891, and 19 days in 1890, while it fell to 32° in the screen on 5 nights. In March, 1892, frost had 
occui-red in the shade on as many as 16 nights ; but no shade frost occurred in March, 1893. The 
minima on the grass were 32°, or less, on 10 nights, compared with 12 nights in 1894 and 1893, 25 
nights in 1892, 20 nights in 1891, and 16 nights in 1890. The thermometer never rose to 60° in 
the screen, while it once failed to reach 40° (on the 3rd). In March, 1892, the thermometer did not 
rise to 40 p in the screen on 9 days. A solar halo was seen on the 18th, and a lunar halo appeared 
on the 13th. Brilliant aurora borealis also occurred on the night of the 13th. Lightning was seen 
on the evening of the 24th. 

The first two days of the month were changeable, with frequent showers. On Friday, the 1st, 
a large depression spread south-eastwards down the North Sea, causing falls of rain, hail, and sleet 
in most districts. Saturday was a raw, dull, wet day, and snow, sleet, and hail were again reported, 
the rainfall being -162 inch. 

Although it began with a snowstorm, the week ended Saturday the 9th was not unfavourable, 
and a further slight advance in temperature is to be recorded. Bain also fell more freely than in 
past weeks. At the beginning of the period the barometer was low to the eastward, high to the 
westward, and accordingly fresh winds from northerly points of the compass prevailed. Borne on 
these came a heavy snowstorm on Sunday morning, followed by a sharp frost in the afternoon and at 
night. On Tuesday the western area of high pressure moved south-eastwards from the West of 
Ireland to the Bay of Biscay, and a Y-shaped depression came in from the Atlantic over Ireland and 
Scotland. In front of this system quantities of cirrus cloud in long streaks spread across the sky 
from N.N.W., almost against the surface wind, which became southerly. Rain fell in many places — 
freely in the S.W. of Ireland. On Thursday a larger and deeper depression advanced eastwards across 
the British Isles. It caused fresh S. and S.E. winds and considerable falls of rain. At 8 a.m. of Friday 
the barometer was down to 29-17 inches both at Belmullet and at Valentia Island. Heavy rain fell 
at both these stations. On Saturday, the wind backed to E. and N.E. in Ireland, as a subsidiary 
depression advanced to the English and St. George’s Channels. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29’687 inches, the barometer rising to 30-076 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.N.W.)

to 2^30S inches spreading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 39‘2 9 . On Monday the screened 
therm 'f"' * ^’he ^wean dry bulb ^ lrst ] a y ^hey rose to 48-5°.

Cold| nd i nc j emen t as in past weeks at first, the weather of the week ended Saturday, the 16th, 
underw , mfc & suc jden and complete change on Wednesday, the 13th, and spring followed hard upon 
the retrying footsteps of the winter. On the day named the thermometer reached 50° in the screen 
in Dublife for the first time in 1895, or indeed since Christmas Day, 1894. The mean temperature 
of the first four days was 3S'9°, that is, 4‘38 below the average ; that of the three last days was 
50‘4°, or 7'2° above the average. The mean temperature for the whole week was 43‘S8, or 0'G° 
above the average. On Sunday morning a well-marked area of low pressure lay over the extreme 
S.E. of Ireland. Cold, gloomy, wet weather prevailed, with a breeze from N.E. in Dublin, but from 
S. in London. The total eclipse of the moon in the early morning hours of Monday was rendered 
invisible by clouds in Dublin. It was, however, well observed at Greenwich and in the English 
Midlands. At this time a very deep depression was passing north-eastwards across Portugal and 
Spain, the barometer having fallen to 28'91 inches at Lisbon on Sunday evening. As this system 
advanced, pressure became more uniform in the British Islands, so that calm weather, with fog at 
times, was felt. On Wednesday, the barometer rose over Fx-ance and England, and an anticyclone 
formed which threw a warm S.W. current upon the Irish and Scotch coasts. This afterwards spread 
over England, where the thermometer rose to a maximum of 57° from a minimum of 31° on 
Thursday. A very fine display of aurora borealis occurred on Wednesday evening and was seen 
from nearly all parts of the British Islands. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29'925 inches, pressure ranging between 29 267 inches at 3 am. of Sunday (wind, N.E.), and 30 - 306 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.S.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 43 - 8°. The 
mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42 - 4°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers 
fell to 29'5° ; on Saturday they rose to 5S'7°. The prevalent winds were W. and S.W. Rain fell 
on Sunday only, to the amount of - 248 inch. 


The weather of the week ended Saturday, the 23rd, was uneventful, save in one particular — 
namely, its remarkable mildness in contrast to the severity of so many previous weeks in succession. 
It was in character autumnal rather than spring-like, the air being very soft and damp, and the sky 
often cloudy or overcast, with frequent light rain. Sunday, however, was beautiful — sunny and 
mild as well as calm. On this day a broad band of high atmospheric pressure — 30 20 inches and 
upwards — embraced England, Ireland, Germany, and the northern two-thirds of France. To the 
northward pressure diminished to 29'09 inches at Bodo, in Norway, in a depression which afterwards 
travelled eastwards to Russia. A series of areas of low pressure subsequently crossed the British 
Islands in an easterly direction, causing the mild, damp, changeable weather of which mention has 
been made above. The most important of these systems advanced over Ireland on Saturday, 
bringing with it warm, squally S.W. winds and a considerable rainfall. On Sunday and Monday 
the thermometer rose to 60° or 61° at several inland English stations. On Wednesday a maximum 
of 60° was recorded at Roche’s Point, Cork Harbour; on Thursday the thermometer reached 61° in 
London, 62° at Prawle Point, Devon, and 63° at Oxford; on Friday maxima of 64° to 66° were 
reported from several English stations. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29’953 
inches, pressure ranging from 30'315 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29 239 inches at 9 
p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 49'8°, or G'0° above that of 
the previous week. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9 p.m. was 49'2. On Monday the 
screened thermometers fell to 35*9°, on Thursday they rose to 57’8 Q . Rain fell in measurable 
amount on three days, the total precipitation being ’410 inch, of which '313 inch was received on 
Saturday. The prevailing winds were W. and W.S.W. 

Extremely unsettled, wet, stormy, and generally inclement weather held throughout the week 
ended Saturday, the 30th. The distribution of atmospheric pressure over North-Western Europe 
was cyclonic in type, and on Sunday and again on Thursday the barometer fell to about 28 £ inches 
in the centre of deep and extensive depressions. At 8 am. of Sunday the barometer read exactly 
28 - 50 inches at Sumburgh Head, in the Shetlands, whereas it stood as high as 30'35 inches at 
Lisbon. A well-marked secondary depression lay over the S.E. of Ireland at the hour named. 
This system crossed England in the course of the day, causing very severe and destructive gales 
over Wales and the central and eastern English counties. The rainfall was slight within the storm 
area, but very heavy in the south of Ireland. Thunder occurred at Belmullet and York, and 
lightning was seen at night throughout England and Ireland. The storm was apparently violent in 
Scandinavia and accompanied by falls of wet snow, for it destroyed telegraphic communication. 
Snow also fell heavily on the Dublin Mountains, and in the city there were sharp showers of cold 
rain, sleet, and hail. On Tuesday forenoon a small partial eclipse of the sun ( - 09 in Dublin, the 
sun’s diameter being taken as 1'00) was veiy well seen. On Wednesday, the second great 
atmospheric disturbance of the week came in over the S.W. of Ireland, thence travelling towards 
E.N.E. across this country and the North of England to the North Sea. Under its influence the 
weather remained broken, rainy, and cold to the end of the week. In Dublin the mean height of 
the barometer was only 29T30 inches, pressux-e ranging from 28-632 inches at 4.45 a.m. of Thursday 
(wind, N.W.) to 29-586 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.) The corrected mean temperature 
was 43 5°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 42'48. On Sunday the 
screened thermometers rose to 55*5° ; on Thursday they fell to 34 98. Rain fell on every day, the 
total measurement being 1*334 inches, including *569 inch on Wednesday. Hail fell on Sun day, 
Monday, and Friday ; sleet on Monday and Thursday. The most prevalent wind was the N.W. 
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Sunday, the 31st, was a cold, changeable, showery day. Hail fell i, a

The rainfall in Dublin during the three months endiug Bareli 31st amo.Jitea ^ g-oS-iJ inches 
on 52 days, compared with G'028 inches on 53 days in 18^ 5-190 jnches"on 49 days #nl893, 
4-808 inches on 48 days in 1892, only 1*650 inches on but 32 days in 1.891, ?470 inches on >45 days 
in 1890, 5-738 inches on 53 days in 1889, G’097 inches on 41 days in 1888, ’and a twenty-fi^e years’ 
average of G-411 inches on 51"0 days (1865-1889, inclusive). 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, 3-140 inches of rain fell on 20 days during March; 
and the total rainfall since January 1, 1895, equals 101)95 inches on 44 days. The corresponding 
figures for 1894 are T505 inches on 14 days, the total rainfall since January 1 having been 8‘285 
inches on 53 da} r s. 

The rainfall in March at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, was 329 inches on 21 days, compared 


with I’ll inches on 14 days in 1894, '26 inch on 9 days in 1893, -98 inch on 10 days in 1892, and 
a ten years’ average of 1658 inches on 13. 9 days. The maximum in the 10 years was 3 59 inches in 
1888, the minimum was -2G inch in 1893. At this station the total rainfall since January was 9‘68 
inches on 52 days, compared with a fall of 579 inches on 51 days in the first quarter of 1893, and 
5-56 inches on 55 days in that of 1894. 


April. — Speaking generally, April, 1895, was a favourable and an “ average ” month. The wind 
was singularly variable, blowing from all points of the compass in nearly equal proportion. The 
distribution of atmospheric pressure was for the most part cyclonic, but at Eastertide a large 
anticyclone lay over the British Islands and the North Sea for several days. This high pressure 
caused nipping easterly wind, but fine, dry weather. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (48-1°) was 0'4° above the average (477°) ; the 
mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 47-8°. In the thirty years ending with 
1894, April was coldest in 1879 (the cold year) (M. T.=44'5 0 ), and warmest in 1893 (M. T.=51-4°). 
In 1886 the M. T. was 46-3°, in 1887 it was as low as 45-1°, in 1888 it was (as also in 1891) 
‘only 457°, in 1889, 46"1° ; in 1890, 47"3° ; in 1892, 462° ; and in 1894, 49"9°. The month of 
April, 1893, was the warmest for at least 30 years. 

The mean height of the barometer was 29"863 inches, or 0-013 inch above the average value for 
April — namely, 29 850 inches. The mercury rose to 30-479 inches at 9 p.m. of the 11th, having 
fallen to 29-287 inches at 4.45 p.m. of the Gtli. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, 
therefore, 1792 inches — that is, a little less than an inch and two-tenths. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
9 p.m. was 47-8°, or 4-8° above the value for March, 1895. Using the formula, Mean Temp. 
—Min. + (max. — min. x -476), the value is also 47-8°, or 0 - 4° above the average mean temperature 
for April, calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive (47'4°). 
The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 48-1°, compared with a twenty- 
five years’ (1865-1889 inclusive) average of 477°. On the 21st the thermometer in the screen 
rose to 64’0° — wind, S.W. ; on the 4th the temperature fell to 32 - 9° — wind, calm. The minimum 
on the grass was 27"8° on the 5th. There were 5 frosty nights on the grass. 

The rainfall was 1749 inches, distributed over 13 days. The average rainfall for April in the 
twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-055 inches, and the average number of rainy days 
was 15'2. The rainfall, therefore, was considerably below the average, while the rainy days 
were also in defect. In 1877 the rainfall in April was very large — 4-707 inches on 21 days ; 
in 1882 also, 3526 inches fell on 20 days, and in 1894, 3723 inches on 20 days. On the other 
hand, in 1873, only -498 inch was measured on S days ; and in 1870, only -838 inch fell, also on 
8 days. The fall in 1890 was 1-575 inches on 14 days, in 1891, 1*553 inches on 14 days, in 
1S92, 1714 inches on 13 days, and in 1893, 1-046 inches on 7 days. 

No halos or fogs were observed. High winds were noted on 9 days, but never reached the force 
of a gale in Dublin. Sleet and hail fell on the 1st, hail also on the 11th. The temperature exceeded 
50 in the screen on every day except 6, compared with every day but 1 in 1894, every day in 1893, 
24 days in 1892, and 18 days in 1891. As in April, 1894, it rose to or above 60° on only 3 days, 
but never fell to 32° in the screen. The minimum on the grass was 32°, or less, on five nights, 
compared with five nights in 1893, and only one night in 1894. The mean lowest temperature on 
the grass was 37-8°, compared with 40'0° in 1894, 38'2 Q in 1893, 32-4° in 1892, 34-1° in 1891 
and 1890, 34 - 4° in 1889, 34‘6° in 1888, and 31"6° in 1887. There was an aurora borealis on the 
evening of the 11th. 

Until Friday, the 5th, polar winds prevailed and temperature ruled low, the nights being even 
frosty. On the day named a large atmospheric depression approached Ireland and Scotland from 
the Atlantic, and under its influence clouds increased, temperature rose, the wind backed towards 
S.W. and freshened, and rain fell from time to time. Early on Monday, the 1st, cold rain and sleet 
fell in Dublin, and there was a heavy hail shower at 11.30 a.m. The weather then remained fine 
and dry, but cold for the time of year, until Friday. During this period a deep depression passed 
across Scandinavia, where snow and frost resumed their sway. In Scotland also snow or sleet fell, 
and sharp night frosts occurred. At 8 a.m. of Friday a broad band of high barometer — 30 '2 inches 
and upward — stretched from the S. of Ireland across England to France and Switzerland, but 
pressure had begun to give way briskly in the N.W. On Saturday the barometer stood about an inch 
lower in Dublin than it had done on Thursday evening, and the centre of a deep depression lay over 
the N. of Scotland, where the barometer was down to 2882 inches. In Dublin the barometer rose 
to 30 288 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, calm), and fell to 29287 inches at 4.45 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.N.W.) On Thursday the screened minimum sank to 32"9°. On Saturday, the screened

impetuS to^ea tefc^ nd Speaking generally, the barometer stood low, and a cyclonic distribution 
of pres^Vfg rtrewa^d&b the beginning of the period, whereas a high barometer and anticyclonic 
conditid. ng teld at its close. On Sunday morning, two areas of low pressure, in which the barometer 
was doCn to 2S'60 inches, lay over the southern half of Scandinavia, and several inequalities of 
pressure were observed at the British and Irish Stations. The weather was consequently cold and 
showery, with northerly winds. During the next three days depressions moved northwards or 
north-eastwards outside our N.W. coasts, causing fresh S.W. to W. winds and changeable weather. 
The S.W. wind brought genial warmth for a short while, and on Tuesday the thermometer rose 
above 00° — to 60’8 — in the screen for the first time in Dublin since November 1, 1894, on which 


day the maximum had been 61 -6°. On Thursday an area of high pressure came in from the 
Atlantic, and by evening the barometer rose to 30-50 inches and upwards in the S. of Ireland. 
Temperature fell fast at night, and ground frost was felt. Good Friday proved cloudy and cool, but 
Saturday became brilliant as the day advanced. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 
29-994 inches, pressure having been only 29473 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.N.W.), but 
rising to 30-479 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.) The corrected mean temperature was 
48-3°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 47-9°. On Tuesday the thermometer 
rose to 608°, on Friday it fell to 35-5° in the screen. The prevalent winds were S.W. and N.W. 
"Very light showers fell on several days, but the resulting rainfall was only -003 inch — a quantity 
which is not considered registrable. 

Favourable, springlike weather prevailed during the week ended Saturday, the 20th. On 
•Sunday and Monday, the British Isles were entirely under the influence of an anticyclone, the 
centre of which was off the east of Scotland at 8 a.m. of Sunday, when the barometer read 3040 
inches at Aberdeen, 30-18 inches at Yalentia Island, and 30 09 inches in the Scilly Isles. Easterly 
winds, and cold, dry, generally bright weather prevailed. In Dublin the mean temperature of 
Easter Day was only 44-1°, or 5"8° below that of last Christmas Day, which was, however, unusually 
mild, the mean temperature being 49-9°. At the beginning of the week a depression lay over Spain 
and Portugal, where thunderstoms and heavy rain occurred. This disturbance moved northwards, 
reaching the Bay of Biscay on Tuesday and — in a modified form — the British Islands on Thursday. 
Thunderstorms accompanied the passage of its eastern side across France on Tuesday and England 
on Wednesday. As this disturbance travelled northwards the wind shifted to W. in its rear, and 
•the air became much milder and more humid than of late, while genial showers fell in most districts. 
On Saturday a new depression, with steeper baric gradients, came in over Ireland from S. W., causing 
freshening southerly winds, clouds, and finally rain. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 
29"880 inches, the barometer reading as high, as 30310 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.), but 
only 29"595 inches at 7 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W . ). The corrected mean temperature was 
48"2°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 481*. On Monday the screened 
thermometers sank to 382° ; on Friday they rose to 58-7°. Rain fell on two days to the amount 
of -063 inch, -043 inch being measured on Saturday. The wind was at first easterly, then westerly, 


and finally southerly. 

During the week ended Saturday, the 27th, exceedingly changeable, showery or rainy, and finally 
■cold, weather prevailed. Over the British Isles and in their immediate neighbourhood the distribu- 
tion of atmospheric pressure remained cyclonic — after Wednesday it became very complex, a number 
of areas of low pressure being observed at the same time. As always happens when this is the case, 
there was a considerable mingling of easterly and south-westerly air-currents, causing very unstable 
temperature. Sunday was at first mild and pleasant, the thermometer rising in the shade to 64° in 
Dublin and in some English towns (to 65° at Cambridge). In the evening heavy showers fell. 
Monday turned out wet owing to the passage northwards outside the West of Ireland of a large 
Atlantic depression. Tuesday was fine to showery, thunder occurring in the North of Ireland. 
Wednesday was rainy and cold. On Thursday morning centres of low pressure were found over 
•Caithness and the English Channel and to the southward of Ireland. Thunderstorms occurred in 
France and subsequently at Roche’s Point, Cork Harbour. Friday proved squally, wet, and cold ; 
but on Saturday the weather improved, becoming drier and brighter while continuing cold. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29"583 inches, the range being from 29299 inches at 
9 p.m. of Monday (wind, S.S.W.)to 29991 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 50‘7 Q . The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 497°. 
On Sunday the screened thermometers rose to 640° ; on Thursday they fell to 42"1°. The rainfall 
measured '797 inch on six days, -252 inch falling on Friday. The wind was variable in both force 
and direction — it was chiefly S.W. at first, afterwards N.N.W. On Saturday evening a conjunction 
•of Venus and the crescent moon formed a beautiful sight in the western sky after sunset. 

Sunday, the 28th, was cool and fair to cloudy at times. On Monday, the 29th, the weather was 
mild but changeable. On Tuesday, the 30th, it was cloudy to overcast and finally very wet,. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the four months ending April 30th amounted to 10233 inches 
on 65 days, compared with 9151 inches on 73 days in 1894, 6242 inches on 56 days in 1893, 
5-922 inches on 61 days in 1892, only 3-203 inches on 46 days in 1891, 9‘045 inches on 59 days 
in 1890, 8 345 inches on 74 days in 1889, 8 090 inches on 58 days in 1888, and a twenty-five years’ 


average of 8466 inches on 662 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall amounted to 2475 inches on 10 days. 
The heaviest fails in 24 hours were "690 inch on the 22nd, "530 inch on the 25th, and 450 inch 
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on the 20th. In 1894, the April rainfall at this station w 
was 1‘055 inches on 5 days.

May. — A beautiful month — bright and dry, without any severe nipping nio-ht frosts, prevalent 
easterly sea breezes by day along the east coast of Ireland tempered the heat < of an often unclouded 
sun. The amount of cloud was very low— only 373 per cent. At 9 a.m. it rose to 471 per cent., 
but at 9 p.m. it fell to 27'4 per cent.. Rain fell in Dublin on only 3 days, and the total measurement 
was only about one-sixth of an inch, or slightly over one-twelfth of the average rainfall for May. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (54'3°) was decidedly above the average (52 - 0°) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 53'8°. In the thirty years ending with 
1894, May was coldest in 1869 (M. T. = 48‘2°); in 1885 (M. T. = 487°); in 1879 (the “cold 
year”) (M. T. = 48-8°); and in 1894 (M. T. = 49 - 2 4 '). It was warmest in 1893 (M. T. = 56 - 7°)i 
in 1868 (the “warm year”) (M. T. = 55-8°) ; and in 1875 (M. T. = 54'9°). In 1886 the M. T. 
was 50-5°; in 1887, olS° ; in 1S88, 52'5° ; in 1889, 54‘6° : in 1890,53-2°; in 1891, only 49-6°:. 
and in 1892, 53 8°. 

The mean height of the barometer was 30T11 inches, or 0T22 inch above the corrected average 
value for May— namely, 29'989 inches. The mercury rose to 30 6 14 inches at 9 a.m. of the 2nd, 
and fell to 29 436 inches at 11 p.m. of the 31st. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, 
therefore/' 1178 inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 9 
p.m. was 53-8°, or 6t) Q above the value for April, 1895 (47‘8°). Using the formula, Mean- 
Temp. = Min. -f- (max. — min. x *47), the value was also 53 8°, or 2'2° above the average mean 
temperature for May, calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive 
(5T6°). The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 54'3°, compared with a- 
twenty-five years’ average of 52‘0°. On the 30th the thermometer in the screen rose to 71-9° — 
wind, E. ; on the 21st the temperature fell to 36'2° — wind, E.S.E. The minimum on the grass was. 
31‘9°, also on the 21st. 

The rainfall amounted to only 177 inch, distributed over only 3 days, thus establishing a 
record for dryness. The average rainfall for May in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive,, 
was 2 - 030 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 15 - 4. The rainfall and the 
rainy days, therefore, were much below the average. In 1886 the rainfall in May was very 
large— 5-472 inches on 21 days; in 1869, also, 5-414 inches fell on 19 days. On the 
other hand, in 1871, only -378 inch was measured on 9 days; in 1876, only 798 inch 
fell on 6 days ; in 1SS7, only -S82 inch on 10 days; and in 1888, only -978 inch on 11 days. 
In 1890, 2 - 438 inches fell on 17 days. In 1891 May was the first month in which the rainfall 
exceeded the average. It amounted to 2'792 inches on 17 days. In 1892 the large amount of 
4-177 inches fell on 19 days. In 1893 the fall was 1666 inches on 10 days; and in 1894, 3'558 
inches on 17 daj-s. 

Solar halos were seen on the 3rd and 4th, lunar halos on the 2nd, 3rd, and 9th, and an aurora on 
the 2nd. High winds were noted on only 3 days, attaining the force of a gale on the 31st only. 
Thunder was heard on the 1st and 24th. Hail and sleet fell on the 1st. The atmosphere was 
slightly foggy on the 3rd and 4th. 

During the month the thermometer did not fall below 32° in the screen, but it indicated frost 
on the grass on the night of the 21st. The mean minimal temperature on the grass was 41-8°, 
compared with 37'6° in May, 1S94; 45'6° in 1893, 41-3° in 1892, 377° in 1891, 42-2° in 1890, 
42-4° in 1889, 37'5° in 1888, and 37'9° in 1887. 

. The period ended Saturday, the 4th, was changeable, but for the most part favourable. The 
nights were generally very cold, but bright sunshine raised the temperature in the daytime so con- 
siderably that the daily range on some occasions amounted to between 20° and 30° at some inland 
stations— in London, on Thursday the 2nd, max. 64°, min. 35°, range 29° ; at Parsonstown, on 
Friday, the 3rd, max. 61°, min. 36°, range 25°. On Wednesday, the 1st, splendid clouds formed and 
thunder and hail showers occurred in the east of Ireland. In Dublin two peals of thunder were 
heard about 2. p.m., followed by a heavy shower of soft hail and sleet. The barometer at that time 
rose fast and an anticyclone with central readings above 3060 inches became established over the 
British Islands. A good deal of cirriform cloud formed, in which solar halos by day and lunar halos 
by night were developed. The air was very “ thin ” and nipping on Thursday and Friday, but it 
became softer and more genial on Saturday. In Dublin the barometer rose to 30'614 inches at 9 
a.m. ot Thursday (wind, W.). . On Saturday the thermometers rose to 627° in the screen, having 
fallen to 38 - 2° on Friday. Rain fell on the 1st to the amount of '038 inch. Easterly winds were 
the most prevalent. 

Exceptionally fine, dry, bright weather prevailed during the week ended Saturday, the 11th. 
Temperature, in particular, showed a decided advance, and the evenings were for the most part 
summerlike. Until Wednesday North-Western Europe was covered by a large area of high atmos- 
pheric pressure (anticyclone), with slight or moderate gradients. On Monday and Tuesday the 
barometer stood as high as 3070 inches, or slightly more, over Scandinavia. Light, variable winds 
prevailed, except on the Continent and in the S.E. and S. of England, where a fresh north-easterly 
breeze was blowing. The amount of cloud was small, so that much bright sunshine was recorded 
by day, while the nights were very sharp. As the week advanced, shallow depressions, of irregular 
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^northwards across France and the Bay of Biscay from the Peninsula.

On Monday the screened thermometers sank to 40'9 Q ; on Saturday they rose to 63'8 e . The pre- 
vailing wind was easterly. There was no measurable rainfall. On Thursday the thermometer rose 
to 76° in the shade in London and at Cambridge. 

During the week ended Saturday, the 18th, the weather was by no means as settled as in the 
previous” week, but the prevailing character of dryness was maintained, especially^ n Ireland. At 
first temperature was high — the thermometer rising in London to 79° on Sunday, 7S Q on Monday, 
and 75° on Tuesday; but it afterwards fell away greatly, so that the last three days were really 
•coli^-- This decided change was brought about by the substitution of an area of low atmospheric 
pressure for one of high pressure over the S. of Scandinavia, Denmark, and the Netherlands. In 
this region the barometer stood at 80'3 inches on Sunday morning, but only at 29'2 inches on Thurs- 
day morning. On Sunday a large, but shallow, depression lay over Ireland, where a grateful fall of 
soft, warm rain occurred in the course of the day. Monday was a warm day, the thermometer 
marking 677° in Dublin and 69° at Parsonstown. Tuesday was ushered in by a vapour fog, but 
this soon dispersed and fair, warm weather prevailed. At this time a depression was advancing from 
N.W. to the N. of Scotland, whence it passed south-eastwards to Denmark, growing much deeper as 
it travelled. Under the influence of this disturbance, the wind veered to N. and freshened, with a 
serious fall of temperature, an increase of cloud, and in Great Britain showers of cold rain, sleet, 
and hail. May— in a word— gave place to March. On Friday the air was particularly dry and 
searching. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30 106 inches, pressure ranging from 
•30-373 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind W.) to 29'820 inches at 7.30 a.m. of Saturday (wind 
W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 55'0°. The mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. were Ski 0 . On Monday the screened thermometers rose to 67'7°, on Saturday they fell 
to 390°. Rain fell on Sunday to the amount of '068 inch. The prevalent winds were first, W., 
afterwards N. t t» n- 

Exceptionally fine weather prevailed throughout the week ended Saturday, the 2oth. In Dublin 
“the period was rainless, but in many parts of Great Britain and Ireland thundershowers occurred 
in the latter half of the week. On Sunday morning a rather deep depression was found lying over 
Holland, Denmark, and Belgium — at 8 am. its centre was near the Hague. This system caused cold 
northerly winds in the British Isles and showers at many places in Scotland and England — in Ire- 
land the weather was generally dry but cold. After Sunday, atmospheric pressure became compara- 
tively uniform over Western Europe, but several shallow depressions developed here and there, 
causing local electrical disturbances in many places. On Wednesday evening a sharp thunderstorm 
broke over Paris, where the resulting rainfall was as much as '67 inch. On Thursday a thunder- 
storm occurred in London and thundershowers fell in many parts of England. Similarly on Iriday, 
electrical cumuli and cirro-cumuli came up from S. to the westward of Dublin, and in the afternoon 
heavy thundershowers occurred a few miles inland, the weather remaining fine and dry in the city 
and along the coast. Saturday was a bright, warm day, with a moderate to fresh westerly wind. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29’89-t inches, pressure falling to 29748 inches 
at 7 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.E.) and rising to SOT 07 inches at 9.15 p.m. of Saturday (wind, v\ JN.W.). 
The corrected mean temperaturewas 51’8°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and, 9 p.m. was 
also 51-8°. On Tuesday morning the thermometer sank to 36-2° in the screen and to 31'9° on the 
grass in Dublin. The maximum was 647° on Thursday. On the first three days temperature failed 
to reach 60° in the shade. Easterly winds prevailed except on Saturday. There was no rainfall in 
the city — at Glen-na-Smoel Water-works 75 inch of rain fell in Friday’s thunderstorm. 

Very fine, summerlike weather prevailed during the greater part of the period from the *6th to 
the 31st inclusive, but after a burst of heat on Thursday, the 30th, thunderstorms and ram occurred 
in Great Britain and rain with strong southerly winds in Ireland. Until Wednesday, atmospheric 
pressure ruled high in the British Islands, and the weather was anticyclonic in character — that is, 
fine, dry, and bright. Off the S.E. coast of England, much fog prevailed at this time, and tempera- 
ture in consequence remained very low — on Monday the thermometer did not exceed 49° at the 
North Foreland, whereas it rose to 74° in London and at Cambridge, and to 75° at Loughborough 
and Oxford. In the centre and west of Ireland on this day much cloud prevailed and slight showers 
fell in places. On Wednesday a decided fall of the barometer set in and gradients for southerly 
winds became somewhat steep. With the coming of the S. wind temperature rose fast the maxima 
•on Thursday beinc 72° in Dublin, 77° at Parsonstown, 80 J in Liverpool, 82° at York, 
83° at Oxford and Loughborough, 85° in London, and 87° at Cambridge. Thunder- 
storms followed in nearly alt parts of England, and at Cambridge rain and hail fell to the amount of 
101 inches. On Friday, the 31st, the S. wind blew freshly in Dublin, and at 9.30 p.m. rain fell 
heavily for a short time, the wind afterwards freshening to a gale of brief duration. At 11 p.m. 
the barometer fell to 29'436 inches. In Dublin the barometer rose to 30-341 inches at 9 am. o. 
Monday (wind, E.) and fell to 29 436 inches at 11 p.m. of Friday (wind, S.S.E.) On Wednesday 
the thermometer fell to 461° in the screen, on Thursday it rose io 71‘9°. The rainfall was - 070 
inch on Friday only. The prevalent winds were E. and S.E.

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in May was 0T2 inch on 3 days — 0’04 inch being- 
measured on the 1st, 12th, and 31st respectively. The average rainfall in May at this station for the 
ten years, 1885-1894 inclusive, was 2'45 inches on 15 days. Five x-ainy days was the lowest number 
which had been observed in any month previously.

June. — This was an exceptionally favourable month. Fair and quiet weather held until the 26th,. 
hot sunshine by day being often succeeded by calm cold nights, especially about the 13th, when severe 
frosts occurred in the inland districts of both Great Britain and Ireland. From the 26th to the close, 
violent electrical disturbances took place and rain fell in abundance except in the South-east oF 
England. This break-up of the fine weather and long-continued drought was preceded by a period 
of great warmth, particularly in Ireland. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (5.9*2°) was above the average (57'8°) by 1-4° ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 58"6°. In the thirty years ending 
with 1894, June was coldest in 1882 (M. T. = 55 - 8°), and in 1879 (the “ cold year”) (M. T.=55'9°). 
It was warmest in 1887 (M. T.=C2-3°), in I860 (M. T.=61 - 0°), and in 1868 (the “ warm year”) 
(M. T.=60\5°). In 1888 the M. T. was 50-2° ; in 1889, 59-5°; in 1890, 58’1°; in 1891, 59'0° ; in 1892,. 
56’7°, in 1893, 59"9° ; and in 1894, 57'0°. 

The mean height of the barometer was 30'084 inches, or 0167 inch above the corrected average 
value for June — namely, 29"917 inches. The mercury i-ose to 30-466 inches at 9 a.m. of the 24th, 
and fell to 29"557 inches at 9 p.m. of the 30th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, 
therefore, 0-909 inch — that is, a little more than nine-tenths of an inch. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 am. and 
9 p.m. was 58-6°, or 4 8° above the value for May, 1895. Using the formula, Mean Temp.=Min.+ 
(max. — nun. x -465), the value was also 58'6°, or 1-4° above the avex-age mean temperature for June, 
calculated iix the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive (57'2°). The arithmetical 
mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 59-2°, compared with a twenty-five years’ average- 
of 57’8°. On the 26th the thermometer in the screen rose to 77"6° — wind, E.S.E. ; on the 15th 
the tempei-ature fell to 42’3° — wind, E. The minimum oix the grass was 38"8° also, on the 15th. 

The rainfall amounted to 1 872 inches, distributed over 12 days. The average rainfall for June 
in the twenty-five years, 1865-S9, inclusive, was 1-817 inches, and the average number of rainy 
days was 13 '8. The rainfall was, therefore, slightly above, while the rainy days were more decidedly 
below the average. In 1878 the rainfall in June was very large — 5"058 inches on 19 days ; in 1S79 
also 4 046 inches fell on 24 days. On the other hand, in 1889, only -100 inch was measured 
on 6 days; in 1887, the rainfall was only -252 inch, distx-ibuted over only 5 days; in 1874. 
only -405 inch was measured on 9 days; and in 1868 only -677 inch fell on but 6 days. 
In 1888 the rainfall was as much as 3-045 inches, distributed over as many as 18 days. In 
1S90 it was 1-930 inches on 18 daj’s; in 1891, 2 - 753 inches on 14 days; in 1892, 1-671 inches on 17 
days; in 1893, 1716 inches on 12 days; and in 1894, 1652 inches on 19 days. 

High winds were noted on only 4 days, and the force of a gale was never attained. 
Temperature reached or exceeded 70° in the screen on 7 days; compared with 17 days in 1887, only 
1 day in 1888, 10 days in 1889, only 2 days in 1890, 6 days in 1891, 4 days in 1892,. 
5 days in 1893, and only 2 days in 1S94. Hail fell oix the 12th and 29th. Solar halos were 
observed on the 3rd, 8th, 11th, 13th, and 23x*d. Thunderstorms occurred on the 26th, 29th, and 
30th. 

Saturday, the 1st, was a fair bright day, with a pleasant and fresh breeze from S. to S.E. and 
E.S.E. 

Splendid, summerlike weather prevailed during the greater pax-t of the week ended Saturday the 
8th. After Sunday the distribution of atmospheric pressure over the British Isles was anticyclonic 
— the highest pressure of all being found over Ireland on and after Tuesday. At 8 a.m. of Sunday a 
depression, in which the barometer was down to 29"69 inches, was found near the Scilly Islands ; 
another, with readings of about 29"80 inches, lay off the Lincolnshire coast. The latter disturbance 
had already caused a heavy fall of rain at Spurn Head (-58 inch) and Yox-k (1.-24 inches) and a 
thunderstorm at the latter place. Thunder and lightning had also occurred at the North Foreland 
and Cambridge. In Dublin the day was fine and warm, but cloudy at times. The depression soon 
dispersed and a general increase of pressure took place. Monday was fair and bright until evening, 
when clouds came up from N. and rain fell heavily in Dublin for a time (’103 inch). The downpour 
was local and resembled an effete thunderstorm. Light evaporation showers fell on Tuesday, but 
the rainfall measux-ement was scarcely perceptible. A spell of brilliant, calm, warm weather followed,, 
lasting until Saturday, when clouds increased and the sky began to wear a less settled appearance- 
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'. far North. At 1 30 p.m. on this day a -well-defined solar halo 
es sions appeared in ^ ie Wight easterly sea breezes came in daily along the east coast,

inches atf 9 am of Sunday (wind, N.E.) and 30430 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, E.N.E.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 58'9°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 
p.m. was $59-9°. On Wednesday the screened thermometers fell to 47-9°, on Friday they rose to 
707°. The rainfall was -107 inch, 703 inch being measured on Monday — the only “ rainy day.” 
The prevailing winds were N.N.W. and E.N.E. 


Although changeable at times, the weather of the week ended Saturday, the loth, was generally 
seasonable and propitious. As a rule, the barometer stood highest over Ireland while it was relatively 
low both over Northern Europe and in the Mediterranean Basin. At no time, however, were 
gradients steep and so the force of the wind was never great. With the spreading southwards of 
north-westerly winds early in the week came a remarkable reduction of temperature, and the ther- 
mometer readings by night in Scotland and Ireland were unusually low alter Monday— at Wick, 
for example, the minima in the screen were 53", 43°, 42°, 37°, 39°, 35°, and 34°; even in the city 
of Dublin, they were as low as 51‘8°, 51-9°, 49'0°, 42-5°, 42‘9°, 48'9°, and 42‘3°. At Edenfel (Omagh) 
and Markree (Co. Sligo) the sheltered thermometer fell to 30° on Thursday, the 13th. The grass 
minimum was 24° at Edenfel, on the same night. On Friday night the thermometer fell to 32° in 
tlie screen and to 26° on the grass at Loughborough. In Dublin, heavy showers fell on Tuesday 
•and Wednesday, largely in consequence of a rapid evaporation and the coldness of the air leading to 
subsequent condensation. Hail fell on Wednesday. On Thursday and Friday a shallow depression 
passed eastwards along the south coast of Ireland and across the south of England. It produced an 
abundant rainfall in Munster and along the English coast. At this time, beautiful bright weather 
with cool, easterly sea breezes prevailed in the neighbourhood of Dublin. The mean atmospheric 
pressure in this city was 30123 inches, the barometer being observed to range from 29 992 inches 
at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.N.W.) to 30-237 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). __ The 
corrected mean temperature was 54’4°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 55-3°. 
On Monday the screened thermometers rose to G6’8°, on Saturday they fell to 42-3°. The rainfall 
was -323 inch on two days, ’192 inch being registered on Wednesday. The prevalent winds were 


first N.W., afterwards E. 


Although far from settled, the weather of the week ended Saturday, the 22nd, was generally 
favourable, and at the end of the week a rapid and considerable rise of temperature took place. 
'The first two days were fair — clear, cold nights were succeeded by brilliant sunshine by day, the 
heat of the sun being tempered meanwhile by sea breezes along the Irish coasts. During this time 
the barometer was gradually falling and on Tuesday morning a large area of comparatively low 
pressure lay over the British Isles, the North Sea, and the Bay of Biscay. Within this area at least 
three minima existed, and the weather therefore fell into a rainy, thundery state. In Dublin a 
grateful fall of rain took place between 7 and 1 0 a.m. on Tuesday, but the measurement was only 
-040 inch. The changes in atmospheric pressure were slight and irregular until Wednesday evening, 
when the depressions began to fill up or disperse. On Thursday morning areas of high pressure 

I 1 were found over Scandinavia and the Peninsula, while the barometer was relatively low in the inter- 

vening regions. A good deal of electrical disturbance was the result. Subsequently the Spanish 
anticyclone spread northwards and the weather became very fine and warm, as its south-westerly 
winds passed over Ireland. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was JO'011 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29 - 694 inches at 4 30 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.) and 30'315 inches at 9 p.m. of 
1 Saturday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 56-3°. The mean dry bulb tem- 
perature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 56'4°. On Monday the screened thermometers fell to 44 0° ; 
on Saturday they rose to 757°. The rainfall was -114 inch on four days, -052 inch being measured 
on Thursday as the result of heavy electrical showers ushered in by a dangerous S.W. squall at 0 30 
p.m. The prevailing winds wex-e N.W. and S.W. 

At first dry and hot in the week ending Saturday, the 29th, the weather broke on Wednesday, 
with severe thundei-storms in most parts of the British Islands, and remained unsettled, showeiy 
and thundery to the close of the week. In the period from Sunday to Tuesday inclusive an atmo- 
spheric depression was passing in an east-sou th-castex-ly direction across Scandinavia and the Baltic 
to Poland. This system caused considerable rains, northerly gales, and a great fall in temperature 
all over Northern Europe, but fine weather was general throughout the British Isles, although it was 
cool in Scotland and the North of England. In Ireland and the South of England summer heat 
1 prevailed, the sheltered thermometer rising to 82° in London on Sunday and at Parsonstown on 
Monday. On Tuesday the bax-ometer stood above 30'4 inches in a ridge extending Southwards 
from the N.E. of Scotland to the neighbourhood of Paris. Off the West of Ireland pressure was 
slightly lower (303 inches) and was giving way. At night the weather became thundery in the 
last named district, and on Wednesday violent thunderstorms occurred in Ii-eland, in central and 
northern England, and in Scotland. In the S.E. of England the weather remained for the most 
part fine and dry until Friday, when showex-s fell locally. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30 056 inches, pressure decreasing from 30-46G inches at 9 a,m. of Monday (wind, E.) 
to 29-560 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 657°. 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was G3"0°. On five days the maximal temperaturo 
exceeded 70° in the screen, the highest reading of all being 77'6° on Wednesday. The minimum 
was 54 08 on Saturday. The rainfall was "687 inch on four days, "262 inch being registered on

The rainfall in Dublin during the six months ending Ju| ie 30th amounted, to 12282 inches on 

80 days, compared with 14'361 inches on 109 days in 1894* 0-624 inches on 78 days in. 18931. 11770 
inches on 97 days in 1892, 8748 inches on 77 days in 1891, 13-413 inches on 94 days in 1890, 10-576 
inches on 97 days in 1889, 12-113 inches. on 87 days in 1888, 6741 inches on 67 daysW 18S7, 
and a twenty-five years’ average of 12-313 inches on 95 - 4 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in June, 1895, was 1-425 inches, distributed 
over 9 days. Of this quantity '365 inch fell on the 26th, and ’355 011 the 27th. The total fall 
since January 1 has been 14 270 inches on 67 days, compared with 17'381 inches on 96 days in the 
first six months of 1894, and 11 776 inches on 75 days during the corresponding period in 1893. 

The rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, amounted to 194 inches on 12 days. The greatest- 
fall in 24 hours was -52 inch on the 26th. The average rainfall for June in 10 years was 1-460 
inches on ll - 6 days. Since January 1, 1895, 13'34 inches of rain have fallen at this station on 

81 days. 


July. — A very changeable, showery, and windy as well as a cool month, with a large rainfall at 
the beginning and close, and a decided prevalence of winds from westerly points — N. W., W., and 
S.W. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (5 9 "2°) was markedly below the average (60’6°) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 58'0°. In the thirty years ending with 
1894, July was coldest in 1879 (the “cold year”) (M..T. = 57‘2°). It was warmest in 1887 
(M. T. = 63-7°), and in 1868 (the “warm year”) (M. T. = 63-5°). In 1886 the M. T. was 61'0° ; 
in 1888 it was as[lovv as 57'3° ; in 1889 it was 587° ; in 1890, 58-1° ; in 1891, 590° ; in 1892, 57’8°; 
in 1893, 61'6° ; and in 1894, 60’3°. From this, July, 1887, proves to have been the warmest since 
the present records commenced, whilst July, 1879, was the coldest. 

The mean height of the barometer was 29"837 inches, or 0'078 inch below the corrected average 
value for Juty — namely, 29"915 inches. The mercury marked 30-281 inches at 9 a.m. of the 4th, and 
fell to 29'341 inches at 9 a.m. of the 21st. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, therefore, 
0'940 inch — that is, a little more than nine-tenths of an inch. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and. 
9 p.m. was 58'0°, or 0'6 below the value for June, 1895. Using the formula, Mean Temp. = Min. 
(max. — min. x -465), the value was 587°, or T5° below the average mean temperature for July, 
calculated in the same way, in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive (60'2°). The arithmetical 
mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 59'2°, compared with a twenty-five years’ average 
of 60'6°. On the 6th the thermometer in the screen rose to 73'8° — wind, S.W. ; on the 4th the 
temperature fell to 48'1° — wind, N. W. The minimum on the grass was 44"S°, also on the 4fch. 

The rainfall was 4\503 inches, distributed over 16 days. The average rainfall for July in the 
twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-420 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 
17'2. The rainfall, therefore, was considerably above — in fact, nearly twice — the average, while the 
rainy days were somewhat below it. In 1880 the rainfall in July was very large — 6'087 inches on 
24 days; in 1871, also, 4-391 inches fell on 28 days. On the other hand, in 1870, only -539 inch was 
measured on 8 days ; in 1869 the fall was only -739 inch on 9 days ; and in 1868 only ’741 inch fell 
on but 5 days. In 1892, 1-952 inches fell on 12 days; in 1893, 2042 inches on 14 days; and in 
1894, 3-772 inches on 21 days. 

High winds were noted on as many as 13 days, but attained the force of a gale on only two 
occasions — the 12th and 14th. Temperature reached or exceeded 70° in the screen on only 2 days — 
the 6th and 7th. I11 July, 1887, temperature reached or exceeded 70° in the screen on no fewer than 
17 days. In 1888, the maximum for July was only 637 Q . In 1891 and 1894, maxima of 70° were- 
reached on only 3 days, and in 1892, on only 2 days ; but in 1893, 70° was reached on 8 days in this 
month. Electrical disturbances were frequent on the 19th and 21st. Hail fell on the 19th. 

The weather of the period ended Saturday, the 6th, proved the converse of that of the previous 
week, being at first broken, with thunderstorms and heavy rains, but afterwards becoming fine, dry,, 
and ultimately very warm. I luring the first three days the weather in the British Isles was controlled 
by a cyclonic system which travelled slowly along the S. course of Ireland, to North Wales, thence 
across the N. of England and the North Sea to the South of Sweden, where it was found on Thursday 
morning. Its passage was attended by clouded skies, heavy rains, and in many places thunder and 
lightning, as well as by low temperature for the season. On Thursday an anticyclone spread in over 
Ireland and England from the westward, causing a return of fine, dry weather, which culminated in 
great warmth on Saturday. On this day the high pressure system “ backed ” towards S.E., causing 
a warm S.W. wind to blow over Ireland. In Dublin pressure increased from a minimum of 29 - 401 
inches at 1 30 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.) to a maximum of 30-281 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday 
(wind, N.W.). On Thursday the minimum in the screen was 48"1° ; on Saturday the maximum was 
73’8 Q . Rain fell on the first two days to the amount of "757 inch, '566 inch being measured on 
Monday. The prevalent wind was north-westerly. 

Changeable, but not unfavourable, weather held throughout the week ended Saturday, the 13th. 
The distribution of atmospheric pi’essure was cyclonic in the British Islands and Scandinavia,, 
auticyclonic for the most part over France and Germany, as well as in the South of England up to 
Tuesday. Gradients for south-westerly winds were steep over Ireland until Wednesday morning, 
when a depression of some depth and intensity was found with its centre between the Shetlands and

to 29'641 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 601° 
The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 597®. On Sundav the thermometer rose to 
71-S® m the screen, on Friday it fell to 49’0®. The rainfall amounted' to ‘243 inch, on two days 
-223 inch being measured on Thursday. The prevailing winds were at first S.W., afterwards N.W.’

As the week ended Saturday, the -Oth, advanced, the weather fell into a very changeable, showery 
■condition, and the strong winds of the previous week gave place to variable breezes from southerly 
quarters. Thunder-showers occurred on Friday and Saturday. At the beginning of the period a 
■deep trough of low atmospheric pressure stretched from W. to E. across the southern part of 
Scandinavia and the Baltic Sea. Baric gradients for N.W. winds were steep over the British Isles, 
and moderate gales from the quarter named blew at many stations on Sunday and Monday] 
which were otherwise fine and dry days in most places. On Monday night a new disturbance 
advanced to the N.W. of Ireland from the Atlantic. It caused heavy rain in Munster and a temporary 
rise of temperature. During the remainder of the week the barometer fell intermittently as area 
after area of low pressure developed or arrived over the British Isles and their neighbourhood. On 
Iriday and Saturday torrential showers of rain and hail, accompanied in some instances by thunder 
and lightning, occurred in many places, and the week closed with a generally unsettled appearance. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29705 inches, pressure ranging from 30 017 inches 
at 9 am. of Monday (wind, W. N.W.) to 2941 1 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, S.E.). The 
<™ted mean temperature was 59'2®. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 
57 - / . On Sunday the sheltered thermometers fell to 517®; 011 Tuesday they rose to 691 ®. Rain 
fell on six days to the amount of 748 inch, ’238 inch being measured on Thursday and -202 inch on 
Friday. Thunder and hail occurred 011 Friday. The prevalent winds were N.W. and S.W. 

A torrential rainfall in many parts of Ireland and England was the leading feature in the weather 
of the week ended Saturday, the 27th. Atmospheric pressure ruled low throughout, and it frequently 
happened that several minima developed within a wide-spreading barometric depression. The result 
was the commingling of opposing warm and cold-air currents, light variable winds, and an abundant 
precipitation In the 24 hours ending 8 a.m. of Monday T23 inches of rain fell at Brixcon in the 
•south of London. In Dublin, the measurement at 9 a.m. of Wednesday was 1-014 inches, while that 
•of the succeeding 24 hours was 1-256 inches— 2-270 inches in two days. At Killine.y, Greystoues, 
and Fassaroe (Co. Wicklow) the downpour was not so heavy— H inches 'being registered. Friday 
and Saturday were fine days in and near Dublin, but thunderstorms and very heavy rains continued 
to prevail in many parts of Great Britain. On Sunday much thunder and* lightning occurred in 
Ireland and Wales— a life was lost by lightning in the Co. Carlow and another in Brecknockshire. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'664 inches, pressure ranging between 29-341 
inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.S.W.) and 29 907 inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.N.W.).

The average rainfall for August in 
the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive, was 2-825 inches, and the average number of rainy days 
was 15-5. The rainfall, therefore, and also the rainy days were considerably in excess of the average. 
In 1874, the rainfall in August was very large— 4’946 inches on 18 days ; and in 1868 also 4745 inches- 
fell on, however, only 13 days ; but the heaviest downpour in August occurred in 1889, when 5 ’747 
inches were registered on 22 days. On the other hand, in 1884, only 777 inch was measured on 8- 
days. In 1887, T520 inches of rain fell on 16 days ; in 1888, 1-270 inches on 12 days ; in 1890, 
2-799 inches on 19 days ; in 1891, 4’953 inches on 25 days; in 1892, 3’557 inches on 22 days, in 
1893, 2713 inches on 16 days; and in 1894, 3726 inches on 18 days. 

High winds were noted on as many as 8 days, but did not attain the force of a gale on any 
occasion in Dublin. A thunderstorm occurred on the 11th, and lightning was seen on the- 10th. 
Temperature reached 70° in the screen on 4 days. The atmosphere was foggy on the 15th. 

The weather was broken during the first three days. On Thursday, the 1st, a considerable and 
tolerably brisk fall of the barometer set in, as a new series of low pressure systems approached the 
British Islands from the Atlantic. At 7 45 p.m. heavy rain fell in Dublin, and the wind freshened 
from the southward. Next day (Friday) thundershowers occurred in many districts, and hail was 
reported from Cambridge. Saturday was dull and chiefly wet in England. In the evening and at- 
nirrht rain fell in torrents in many places. The barometer fell to 29 - 22 inches at 8 a.m. at Stornaway. 
In°Dublin it fell to 29-291 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). On Friday the screened ther- 
mometer rose to 65-8. Bain was measured on all three days to the amount of '667 inch, -460 inch 
falling on Saturday. The prevailing wind was S.W. 

The record for the week ended Saturday, the 10th, is again one of unsettled, showery weather. 
The tj pe of distribution of atmospheric pressure was throughout cyclonic. On Sunday a large 
area of low barometer covered the British Isles ,the absolute minimum (29'24 inches) being found at 
8 a.m. at Spurn Head in Yorkshire. During the day heavy thunder showers occurred in the S.E. of 
England and also in the Co. Wicklow. At Glreystones the fail of rain and hail amounted almost to 
an inch and the thunder and lightning were exceptionally violent. On Monday another depression 
advanced across Ireland from W.S.W., causing a renewed rainfall, particularly over the southern 
half of this couutry as well as in Wales and the S. and E. of England. During the next two days 
heavy showers fell at intervals, being accompanied by thunder in the Thames valley and along the 
E. coast of England. At 8 a.m. of Thursday another depression had arrived off the S.W. of Ireland, 
whence it travelled towards N.N.E., accompanied by renewed rain or passing showers. On Saturday 
a<niin a depression passed across Ireland, so that the weather was kept in a changeable state to the 
very close of the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'580 inches, pressure 
varying between 29"316 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) and 29"824 inches at 9 p.m. 
of Wednesday (wind also W.N.W. ). The corrected mean temperature was 57"6 Q . The mean dry 
bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 57'1°. On Thursday the thermometer in the screen fell to 
48 - 0°, on Friday it rose to 68 - 6°. Bain fell daily to the amount of 1*116 inches, -145 inch being 
measured on Sunday and 700 inch on Saturday. The prevalent winds were once more N.W. and 
S.W. Sheet lightning was seen on Saturday evening.

MondaV anc j Tuesday heavy showers fell at intervals in connection with the same disturbance, the 
centre W Av hi C h passed directly over Dublin about 11 a.m. on Sunday, when the wind suddenly 
shiftedftom E.S.E.'to W.N.W. At S a.m. of Monday the depression was central over the Hebrides 
and in its rear the barometer was rising generally throughout England and Ireland. During Tuesday 
a secondary system of low pressure passed up the English Channel, reaching the Netherlands on 
Wednesday morning and Eastern Prussia 24 hours later. This disturbance caused very heavy rains 
in the S. and E. of England, and afterwards in Germany. At 8 a.m. of Wednesday the rainfall 
measurements were — in London '81 inch, at Cambridge 106 inches, and at Yarmouth DO 9 inches. 
With the passing away of this depression conditions improved, except in Scotland and the N.W. of 
Ireland, and on Friday morning an anticyclone lay over England, Wales, and France. On Saturday 
a larae area of relatively low barometer was spreading eastwards across Ireland from the Atlantic, 
and the weather again fell into a showery condition. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 

29- 869 inches, the barometer ranging between 2T247 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.S.E.)and 

30- 183 inches at 9 am. of Thursday (wind, S.). The corrected mean temperature was 60-3°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 59 G°. On Tuesday the screened thermometers 
sank to 51-2°; on Saturday they rose to 70'6°. The rainfall was -585 inch on seven days, -247 
inch being recorded on Monday. The prevailing winds were W.S.W. and S.S.W. The air was foggy 
on Thursday evening. 

During the earlier part of the week ended Saturday, the 24th, anticyclonic conditions held, the 
weather being warm and fine, except in the extreme West and North of our Islands, where the 
amount of cloud remained large and more or less rain fell daily. On Wednesday a very sudden 
change for the worse took place, the anticyclone retreated south-eastwards, and a shallow- complex 
depression — with several minima — became developed over Ireland and England. As usually occurs 
under such circumstances, the atmosphere became close and oppressive, much sea-fog aud cloud 
formed, and destructive thunderstorms broke out in the south of Ireland, over the greater part of 
England, and in Denmark. In Dublin a heavy downpour of rain occurred on Thursday, amounting 
to -518 inch, but there was no thunderstorm. On Friday a Y-shaped secondary depression passed 
eastwards to the southward of Ireland : this caused the wind to veer to N.W. or N. in this country, 
and the weather became at once colder, clearer, and finer. On Saturday, cumuli formed in the clear, 
cold atmosphere and heavy evaporation showers resulted. In London the thermometer rose to 81° in 
the shade on three days — Monday, Wednesday, and Thursday. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29 - 959 inches, pressure ranging between 29'742 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (w r ind, 
S.W.) and 30-191 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 
G1"0°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 59-5°. On Sunday the screened ther- 
mometers rose to 70-0° ; on Saturday they fell to 49"0°. Rain fell on six days to the total 
amount of 737 inch, -51S inch being measured on Thursday. The prevalent winds were S.W. 
and N.W. 


In the week ended Saturday, the 31st, the weather improved (except in the far North and North- 
west) as the week advanced, and became fine, warm, and breezy, having been at first dull, rainy and 
damp. As in man}’ previous weeks, the distribution of atmospheric pressure was mainly anti- 
cyclonic in Central Europe, cyclonic over the Atlantic, the northern half of the British Isles, and in 
Scandinavia. Hence, the weather was comparatively fine in the South, blustering and rainy in the 
North. At the very beginning of the period, a remarkable dip in temperature occurred — the ther- 
mometer falling early on Sunday morning to 4G° in Dublin, 45 at Aberdeen, 44° in London and at 
Parsonstown and Oxford, 42° at Cambridge and Loughborough, and 41° at Nairn. A dull, wet day 
followed, but temperature rose fast with a S.W. wind. Monday was also rainy in most places, the 
rainfall being heavy in Ireland, Wales, and Scotland, and the North of England. A depression of 
great size and depth now passed northeastwards to Norway, causing S.W. gales at exposed stations, 
and squally S.W. to W. winds in many places. At 4.45 p.m. of Tuesday a brilliant double rainbow 
was seen in Dublin. The last four days of the week were warm, breezy, and changeable in Dublin ; 
hot and fine in France and the S. of England ; squally and showery or rainy in the N. of Ireland, 
Scotland, and Scandinavia. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29 - 974 inches, 
atmospheric pressure ranging between 30-216 inches, at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W. ), and 29"G40 
inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 60-4'’. The mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 59-8°. The shade thermometers rose to 717° on 
Wednesday, having fallen to 46-3° on Sunday. Rain fell on four days to the amount of -443 inch, 
’281 inch being registered on Monday. The prevalent winds were S.W. and W. At the close of 
the week temperature was low over Northern Europe. 

The rainfall in Dublin during the eight months ending August 31st amounted to 20-333 
inches on 123 days compared with 9455 inches on 96 days during the same period in 1887, 17-264 
inches on 121 days in 1888, 18-893 inches on 134 days in 1889, 18-386 inches on 137 days in 1890, 
15-888 inches on 117 days in 1891, 17‘279 inches on 131 days in 1892, 14-379 inches on 108 days 
in 1893, 21-859 inches on 148 days in 1894, and a twenty-five years’ average of 17"558 inches on 
128-1 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in August, 1895, was 4735 inches distri- 
buted over 24 days. Of this quantity 1780 inches fell on the 10th, in addition to -945 inch on 
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the 4th. The total fall since January 1 amounts tov«2'68o inches

On Monday , 
September 30tli, the barometer began to fall quickly all over Western Europe, and on Tuesday, the 
1st, storm, rain, thunder and lightning, and a remarkable fall of temperature spread eastward across 
Ireland as’ a lar"e and complex depression advanced from the Atlantic, its centre being oft the east 
coast of Scotland at 8 a.m. of Wednesday. Tins disturbance caused a complete break-up of the 
fine warm weather, so that with the passing of September came a sharp plunge from summer into 
winter. Nearly- six-tenths of an inch of rain fell in Dublin during the night of the 1st. Mount 
Leinster was snow-capped on the morning of the 2nd, which proved very inclement with heavy 
showers of sleety rain and hail, the thermometer in Dublin not rising above 4978 in the screen and 
fallino- to 31"9° on the grass in the evening. A strong, tempestuous gale blew in the S.W. of England 
and on the Lancashire coasts, and this was renewed on Thursday.

The rainfall in Dublin during the ten months ending October 31st amounted to 23716 
inches on 146 days, compared with 12-366 inches on 123 days during the same period in/ 1887, 
19 219 inches on 147 days in 1888, 24789 inches on 169 days in 1889, 21-494 inches on lffi2 days 
in 1890, 21-610 inches on 148 days in 1891, 22-445 inches on 167 days in 1892, 16141 niches on 
138 day’s in 1893, 26'268 inches on 176 days in 1894, and a twenty-five years’ average off 22-840 
inches on 160-4 days. _ f 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in October amounted to 2 605 inches 
on 14 days. Of this quantity "575 inch fell on the 1st. The rainfall at Greystones in October, 
1889, was no less than 6935 inches on 22 days, or more than 11 times as great as the fall in 
October, 1890, when only -600 inch fell on 13 days- In 1891, 5’122 inches fell on 14 days, in 
1892, 3 340 inches on 15 days, in 1893, 710 inch on 15 days, and in 1894, 6"325 inches on 17 days. 
From January 1st, 1895, up to October 31st, rain fell at Knockdolian on 131 days to the total 
amount of 26-270 inches. In 1892, the rainfall of the corresponding ten months was 27’223 inches 
■on 140 days ; in 1893, 17801 inches on 133 days, and in 1894, 32 221 inches on 154 days. 

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, the rainfall in October, was 2'650 inches on 14 days, compared 
with 3 040 inches on 17 days in 1892, 710 inch on 14 days in 1893, 6 - 460 inches on 17 days in 
1894, and a ten years’ average of 2737 inches on 17'6 days. On the 1st "65 inch fell. Since 
Januai-y 1, 1895, 24 - 23 inches of rain have fallen at this station on 143 days. 


November, 1895, proved an open, dull, squally and rainy month in the neighbourhood of Dublin. 
It was perceptibly warmer than October, and no frost was recorded in the thermometer-screen in 
the city. On the grass the thermometer fell to or below 32° on 5 nights only, compared with 12 
nights in October. The range of pressure was great — nearly 2 inches. Only twice in the last 
thirty years has November been milder than in the present year — in 1881, when the mean temperature 
was as high as 50-3°, or 5-6° above the average, and in 1894, when the mean temperature was 47-8°, 
or 0'8° above that of the month now under review. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (47-0°) was decidedly above the average (44:7°) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. wei’e 46-1°. In the thirty years ending with 
1894, November was coldest in 1878 (M. T. = 38-2°), and in 1870 (M. T. = 42-2°), warmest in 1881 
(M. T. = 50'3°). In 1886, the M. T. was as high as 46’4°; in the year 1879 (the “cold year”) it 
was 439° ; in 1887, it was 42 - 6°; in 1888, 47"5° ; in 1889, 46'4° ; in 1890, 45-3° ; in 1891, 43"4° ; in 
1892, 46-9° ; in 1893, 43-8° ; and in 1894, 47 8°. 

The mean height of the barometer was 29776 inches, or 0-08.4 inch below the corrected average 
value for November — namely, 29"860 inches. The mercury rose to 30 - 447 inches at 9 p,m. of the 
24th, having fallen to 28'490 inches at 9.30 p.m. of the 10th. The observed range of atmospheric 
pressure was, therefore, 1’957 inches — that is, slightly less than two inches. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 a.m. and 
0 p.m. was 46-1°, or T4° above the value for October, but 11-4° below that for September, 1895. 
The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 47'0°, compared with a twenty-five 
years’ average of 447°. On the 15th the thermometer in the screen rose to 58'8° — wind, S.W. ; 
on the 4th the temperature fell to 34 3° — wind, calm. The minimum on the grass was 28-8°, 
also on the 18th. 

The rainfall was 3 - 582 inches, distributed over 21 days — the rainfall and the rainy days were 
considerably above the average. The average rainfall for November in the twenty-five years, 
1865-89, inclusive, was 2‘452 inches, and the average number of rainy days was 17 0. In 1876 
the rainfall in November was large— 3’614 inches on 20 days ; in 1872, also, 3‘414 inches fell 
•on 24 days; in 1887, 3012 inches fell on 18 days ; in 1888, 6’549 inches fell on 26 days; in 
1890, 4-212 inches fell on no less than 27 days; in 1891, 2\911 inches fell on 15 days; in 
1892, 2-404 inches on 19 days.- On the other hand, the rainfall in 1889 was only '929 inch on 
.9 days; in 1870, only 1-218 inches on 11 days; in 1879,1-251 inches on 10 days; in 1893, 1-870 
inches on 17 days ; and in 1S94, 1 -482. inches on 15 days. 

High winds were noted on 15 days, and attained the force of a gale on seven occasions — the 5th, 
6th. 10th, 11th, 15th, 16th, and 19th. The atmosphere was more or less foggy in Dublin on the 
3rd, 4th, 8th, 27th, 28th, and 29th. 

Lunar halos were seen on the 4th and 30th. Hail fell on the 16th. 

The first two days of the month were quiet and fine, cloudy and mild, with a high barometer and 
moderate south-easterly winds. Much cirrus came up from S. on the afternoon of Saturday, the 
•2nd. 

The weather was of the south-westerly and unsettled type throughout the week ended Saturday 
the 9th, and the distribution of atmospheric pressure was cyclonic — one depression of great intensity 
passing across the British Islands on Tuesday and Wednesday. At 6 p.m. of the former day the 
barometer was down to 28’47 inches at Belmullet, Co. Mayo, while it stood as high as 3017 inches 
at Nice. This large difference of pressure was attended by fresh or strong south-westerly gales 
over the greater part of Western Europe, and rain fell freely in many districts. Before this 
disturbance arrived several shallow depressions existed, so that the weather was changeable. In 
Ireland, owing to slight baric gradients a good deal of fog formed and temperature became very 
-low on Sunday night— the sheltered minima being 34 Q in Dublin and at Belmullet, 31° at Valentia 
Island, and 27° at Parsonstown. Temperature rose fast on Tuesday, as the deep cyclonic system

The rainfall in Dublin during the eleven months ending November 30th amounted! to 27298 
inches on 167 days, compared with 15-378 inches on 141 days during the same period in 1887, 
25768 inches on 173 days in 1888, 25718 inches on 178 days in 1889, 25706 inahes on 189 
days in 1890, 24-521 inches on 163 days in 1891, 24849 inches on 186 days in 1892, 18-011 
inches on 155 days in 1893, 27750 inches on 191 days in 1894, and a twenty-five years’ average of 
25 - 292 inches on 177 4 days. 


At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in November, 1895, was 5 '445 inches 
distributed over 20 days. Of this quantity T140 inches fell on the 15th, -680 inch on the 5th, 
and -655 inch on the 19th. From January 1st, 1895, up to November 30th, rain fell at that 
station on 151 days, and to the total amount of 31715 inches. The con-esponding figures for 
1893 were 19 586 inches on 150 days, and for 1894, 35716 inches on 168 days. 

At Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, 4"43 inches of rain fell on 20 days, compared with a ten 
years’ average of 2-066 inches on 157 days. The maximal fall in 24 hours was 101 inches on the 
15th. Since January 1st, 1895, 28‘66 inches of rain have fallen at this station on 163 days. 


December. — A gloomy, wet, stormy, and generally inclement month. Fog also was often, 
observed — the cold vapour fog of the 21st being especially noteworthy. Christmas week is memorable 
for a long continued south-easterly gale in Ireland, and downpours of rain in the south-east and 
south — at Roche’s Point the rainfall measurement was 7 inches in the seven days ending 8 a.m. of 
Saturday, the 28th. A remarkable wave of warmth was passing over the extreme west of Europe 
at the close of the month. 

In Dublin the arithmetical mean temperature (41 - 6°) was slightly above the average (41"3°) ; 
the mean dry bulb readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. were 41 -0°. In the thirty years ending with 
1894, December was coldest in 1878 (M. T. = 32'8 U ), and in 1874 (M. T. = 36-8°), and warmest 
in 1865 (M. T. = 46-2°). In 1886 the M. T. was as low as 37'9° ; in the year 1879 (the “ cold year”) 
it was also 37-9°. In 1887 the M. T. was 39-9°; in 1888 43-6° ; in 1889 43-8° ; in 1890 39 2° ; in 
1891, 43 0°; in 1892 39-6°; in 1893, 43-5°; and in 1894, 43-9°. 

The mean height of the barometer was 29723 inches, or 0-152 inch below the corrected average- 
value for December — namely, 29 875 inches. The mercury rose to 30’290 inches at 9 p.m. of the 27th, 
and fell to 28-844 inches at 9 p.m. of the 1 5th. The observed range of atmospheric pressure was, 
therefore, 1446 inches — that is, a little less than one inch and a half. 

The mean temperature deduced from daily readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 am. and 

9 p.m. was 41 0°, or 51° below the value for November, and 37° below that for October, 1895. 
Using the formula, Mean Temp. = Min. + {max. — min. x -52), the value was 41-8°, or 0'3° above 
the average mean temperature for December, calculated in the same way, in the twenty -five years, 
1865-89, inclusive (41 - 5°). The arithmetical mean of the maximal and minimal readings was 
41-6°, compared with a twenty-five years’ average of 41'3°. On the 30th the thermometer in the 
screen rose to 56'0°— wind, W. ; on the 21st the temperature fell to 25-3°— wind, S.E. The 
minimum on the grass was 24 - 0° on the 8th. There were only 4 days of frost in the screen, and 

10 days of frost on the grass. 

The rainfall was 3 944 inches, distributed over as many as 27 days. The average rainfall for 
December in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, was 2-404 inches, and the average number of rainy 
days was 16 9. Both rainfall, therefore, and rainy days were considerably above the average. In 
1S76 the rainfall in December was very large— 7 '5 66 inches on 22 days. In 1872, 4 932 
inches fell on as many as 24 days ; and in 1868 (which was otherwise a fine and dry year) 
4749 inches fell on as many as 27 days. On the other hand, in 1867, only -771 inch was 
measured on 13 days; and in 1871 only 797 inch on 15 days. In 1885, only 742 inch of 
ram was measured on but 10 days, but in 1886 the rainfall was 3-348 inches on 21 days. In

A snow storm of much intensity subsequently ex- 
tended to Ireland and England accompanied by lightning at many stations. On Thursday evening 
the barometer was down to 28 inches at Christiansund. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure 
was 29-801 inches, the range being from 29'486 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.) to 30 046 
inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 44-4°. On 
Thursday the screened thermometers rose to 54'5° ; on Saturday they fell to 31‘0°. The mean dry 
bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 43-0°. Rain fell on five days to the amount of *363 
inch, -196 inch being measured on F riday. The greater part of this precipitation took place in the 
form of snow. The prevailing wind was W. 

Cyclonic conditions persisted throughout the week ended Saturday, the 14th, and the weather 
was of a very unsettled, changeable type — the alternations in pressure and temperature being sudden 
and extreme. Rain or sleet and snow fell almost daily in varying quantities, and thunder and 
lightning occurred m several parts of the United Kingdom in the course of Thursday. The week 
began with a frost prevailing in the rear of the great atmospheric depression of the closing period of 
the previous week. In and about Dublin the ground was covered with snow on Sunday, but a 
rapid thaw set m as the day advanced, and by Monday morning the air was quite mild, with a new 
depression central of the North of Scotland. In Dublin the thermometer stood 16 degrees higher at 
9 a.m. of Monday than at 9 a.m. of Sunday. Tuesday was cold but fair. At night temperature rose 
again in Ireland, but sharp frost occurred in England, the thermometer sinking to 2f>° in the screen 
at both Oxford and Cambridge. Wednesday was a fine day, but at night the barometer fell fast, as 
a w? d xr P w S1 °? r T hed the NoVfch of Ireland and West of Scotland. This disturbance caused 
b.W. to N.W. gales, heavy rainfalls followed by showers of hail and sleet or snow. It was accom- 
panied by thunder and lightning in some instances. In Dublin thunder was heard at 10 1 5 a.m. of 
Thursday. Inday was fine after some light snow showers, but at night the barometer again fell 
and temperature rose so that the thermometer stood 15-3° higher at 9 a.m. of Saturday than at 9 
a.m. of h riday. The mean atmospheric pressure was, in Dublin, 29760 inches, the barometer ranging 
” 13 5 inches at .9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) to 29166 inches about noon of Thursday (wind, 
W.b. YV.). J lie corrected mean temperature, was 40-4°. The mean dry bull) reading at 9 a m and 9 
p.m. was 40-1 . On Sunday the screened thermometers fell to 29 9° ; on Saturday they rose to 55-0° 
Rainfall amounted to '476 inch on six days, ‘277 inch being measured on Thursday. The prevailing 
wind was westerly. r ° 

During the week ended Saturday, the 21st, the weather was changeable and cold— more steadily 
cold than in past weeks ; but as uncertain as before with regard to atmospheric pressure, direction 
of the wind, and amount of cloud. On Sunday a large and deep depression was central over Ulster, 
Connaught, Leinster, and the Irish Sea, in which regions the barometer was below 29 inches Tem- 
perature had risen fast in England, but fallen equally quickly in Ireland, at 8 a.m. the thermometer 
read ol m London and at Cambridge; at 9 a.m. it stood at 38° in Dublin, where cold rain was 
soon followed by sleet and snow. Lightning was seen at night. At this time a high-pressure area 
(anticyclone) began to spread south-westwards over the North Sea and British Isles from the Baltic 
and Scandinavia the result being that easterly and south-easterly winds set in on Tuesday, accom- 
panied by fine, dry spells. In Dublin, however, showers fell on Tuesday evening and durino- 
Wednesday night, while Thursday proved gloomy and damp in the extreme at a time when a dear 
sky and sharp frost prevailed inland and in the S.W. of Ireland. At S a.m. of Thursday the ther- 
mometer was as low as 30° at Valentia Island and 28° at Parsonstown, the minima at these stations 
having been 27 and -6 respectively. On Friday an anticyclone of little intensity lay over Ireland, 
Scotland, and Wales. The air fell calm and a remarkable reduction of temperature occurred in 
ooo i afcte . nded i b y a dense vapour fog — by 2 p.m. the thermometer in the screen had sunk below 
32 and during the following night a minimum of 25'3 U was recorded. At Parsonstown the mini- 
mum was 21 On Saturday a S.E. wind, connected with a new depression in the far S. and S.W., 
caused a rise of temperature in this neighbourhood. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 
"j; inches, the lowest being 28-844 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W); the highest,. 
30 0o9 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 38-0°. 
The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 0 p.m. was 37 'U. On Sunday the screened ther- 
mometers rose to 44-9 ; on Saturday they fell to 253 0 . Westerly and easterly winds prevailed 
alternately. 1 he rainfall was -538 inch on six days, -196 inch being recorded on Sunday, and 
*181 inch on Saturday. 

Weather of the most inclement description was experienced during the week ended Saturday, the 
28th, in the S., S.E. and E. of Ireland. Day after day was gloomy, stormy, wet, and cold, and only 
on Saturday, when the wind at length veered from E. and S.E. to S.W., did more genial conditions 
prevail. In Dublin the sun remained invisible until Saturday forenoon, when it shone brightly for a 
few short intervals with the coming of the S.W. wind. The cause of the bad weather was the per- 
sistence of an area of high atmospheric pressure (anticyclone) over the Scandinavian Peninsula and 
the northern half of the North Sea, while a very large and deep depression swayed backwards and 
forwards off the extreme S.W. of Ireland. This distribution of pressure caused very steep gradients 
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for S.E. winds, particularly in Ireland. Temperature was low ex , JP .v ofWErance 

over Cornwall, and in the S. and S.W. of Ireland, the result beiflg t^along t ’ ie of Mrain fell 

along the line of commingling warm and cold-air currents, wfcile'the wi'Sff’f fresh to wlliole vale 
from S.E. and E. in the same districts. At Roche’s Point, C-> r k Harbour, fElaily r^infall^ up to 8 
a m. on Saturday were— 1-25 inches, 1-40 inches, 180 inches, 080 inch, 120 inches, 010 ifnch, and 
0-45 inch— in all, 7‘00 inches. The gales were most severely felt in the E. and S.E. of Ireland, 
where the coasts were strewed with wrecks and a lamentable loss of life occurred on (Christmas 
Eve. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29723 inches, pressure rangi^ between 
29-295 inches at 3 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, E.S.E.) and 30890 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (tvind, S.E.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 40'9°. The mean dry bulb reading" at 9 a.m. and 9p.m. beinv 
40-5°. On both Thursday and Friday the thermometer sank to 368° in the screen ; on Saturday it 
rose to 53-8°. Rain or sleet fell daily to the amount of 2866 inches, ’618 inch being registered on 
Sunday, ‘444 inch on Monday, and -855 inch on Tuesday. The prevalent wind was S.E. 

The last three days of the month and of the year 1895 were singularly mild, but very changeable, 
cloudy and showery or rainy. On Monday, the 30th, the thermometer rose to “568° in the 
screen — the higheet reading for the month. Lunar halos were seen on the 30th and 33 st; a solar 
halo appeared on the 31st. 

The rainfall in Dublin during 1895 amounted to 31-242 inches on 194 days, compared with 29-261 
inches on 209 days in 1894, only 20-493 inches on 174 days in 1893, 25844 inches on 196 days 
m 1892, 27-820 inches on 184 days in 1891, 27862 inches on 200 days in 1890, 27-272 inches on 193 
days in 1889, 28879 inches on 190 days in 1888, 16801 inches' on 160 days in 1887 and a 
wenty-five years’ average of 27896 inches on 1948 days. 

At Knockdolian, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, the rainfall in December, 1895, was 3'420 inches, 
distributed over 23 days. Of this quantity -450 inch fell on the 25th, and -360 inch on the 24th’ 
From January 1st to December 31st, 1895, rain fell at Knockdolian on 174 days, and to the total 
amount of 35-135 inches. The corresponding figures for 1893 were 22826 inches on 170 days and 
for 1894, 38776 inches on 184 days. 

The rainfall at Cloneevin, Killiney, Co. Dublin, during December, 1895, was 419 inches on 27 days 
compared with a ten years’ average (1885-94) of 2'066 inches on 147 days. It was the wettest 
December of eleven years ; 1888 comes next, with 387 inches on 20 days. The maximum fall in 24 
horns was ‘96 inch on the 22nd. Mr. Robert O’Brien Furlong, M.A., Univ. Dub., reports that the 
total fall for 1895 at Cloneevin was 3285 inches on 190 days. This was 7864 inches in excess of 
the 10 years’ average — viz., 25'486 inches, and is the highest recorded for 10 years — 1885-94 The 
next highest annual fall was 3284 inches in' 1 894, on 1 96 days. 

In 1895 rain (including snow on 14 days) fell on 190 days, the average being 176-7 days.

The rainfall was 3'546 inches in excess of the average annual measurement of the twenty-five 
years, 1865-89, inclusive — viz., 27"696 inches. 

It will be remembered that the rainfall in 1887 was very exceptionally small — 16601 inches, the only 
approach to this measurement in Dublin being in 1870, when only 20859 inches fell, in 1884 
when the measurement was 20-467 inches, and in 1893 with its rainfall of 20-493 inches. In seven 
of the twenty-five years in question the rainfall was less than 26 inches, and in 1885 it was 26-614 
inches. 

The scanty rainfall in 1887 was in marked contrast to the abundant downpour in 1886 when 
32-966 inches— or as nearly as possible double the fall of 1887— fell on 220 days. Only twice since 
these records commenced has the rainfall in Dublin exceeded that of 1 886— namely,, in 1872, when 
35 '5 6 6 inches fell on 238 days, and in 1880, when 34 - 512 inches were measured on, however only 
188 days. ’ J 

In 1895, there were 194 rainy days, or days upon which not less than -005 inch of rain (five 
thousandths of an inch) was measured. This was almost exactly equal to the average number of rainy 
•days, which was 194'3 in the twenty-five years, 1865-89, inclusive. In 1868 and 1887— the warm 
dry years of recent times— the rainy days were only 160, and in 1870 they were only 145. 
In 1868, however, the rainfall amounted to 24'935 inches, or more than 8 inches above the measure- 
ment in 1887, and even in 1870, 20-859 inches were recorded. 

The rainfall in 24 hours from 9 a.m. to 9 a.m. exceeded one inch on two occasions in 1892 — viz. May 
28th (2-056 inches), and August 16th (1*310 inches). On no occasion in 1893 did one inch of rain 
fall on a given day in Dublin. In 1894, falls of upwards of an inch of rain in 24 hours were 
recorded on tour occasions, viz., May 15th (1-330 inches) ; July 24th (1-560 inches) ; Auo-ust 25th 
<l;369 mches); and October 23rd (L042 inches). In 1895, 1’802 inches fell on January 12th; 
1-014 inches on July 24th ; and 1-256 on July 25th. 

Included in the 194 rainy days in 1895 are 38 on which snow or sleet fell, and 40 on which 
there was hail. In January hail was observed on 10 days, in February and also in March on 6 
days, m April on 2 days, in May, July, and November on 1 day, in June on 2 days, in October on 
8 days, and on 3 days in December. Snow or sleet fell on 13 days in January, on 7 days in 
February, on 4 days in March, on 1 day in April and also in May, on 3 days in October, on 

1 day in November, and on 8 days in December. Thunder occurred on 10 occasions during 
the year— twice in May, three times in June, twice iu July, and once in August, October, and 
December. Lightning was also seen on three occasions in October, and once in January, March, 
August, September, and December.

Prosecutions for Offences against the Registration Acts during the financial Year 
1893-36. 

The total number of offences against the Registration Acts which were reported bv Local Oft, 
and came under investigation in the General Register Office, during the year endrf 31st fc' 
18%, amounted to 617. As regards many of these, the defaulters® came forward and com2 
with the requirements of the law, on becoming aware that proceedings against them were i!

against the responsible parties, as the legal time for doing so had elapsed.

In several cases the age of a deceased person has been successfully proved from a marriage register, 
' -ins the ace at time of marriage, and in other cases the age inserted or proposed to be inserted in 
th register, has been proved to be impossible from the records of the births or baptisms of the 
hildren of the deceased ; but of course, as a rule, the absence of reliable records of birth or baptism 
of old persons, makes it exceedingly difficult to deal with cases affecting them. 

In addition to the above mentioned, there were a number of cases during the year in which 
proceedings were taken under the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, before the magistrates at Petty Sessions for 
corrections in marriage registers, the summonses in these cases being issued at the instance of 
local Registration Officers. 

A sum of £130 was provided in the estimate to meet legal charges. The total cost of the legal 
service of the Department during the year was £117 Os. Ocl., of which sum £80 9s. lOci. was 
paid for local professional assistance, and £25 8s. Od. for mileage to the Registrars.
